Tbo  lisheraien  ot  Uie  islands  report 
wreckage  washing  o»  shoio  for  smue  linio, 
but  nothing  can  i<e  found  of  such  a  dtliaito 
naturu  as  hi  lie  identilied  from  that  quarter. 
At  Dbigle  the  11  lat— very  iiimutcly  described 
—has  been  iilonlilied  as.  ii  not  actually  llie 
I'O.it,  very  closely  resembling  that  ot  the  ship ; 
some  wreckage  ot  berths  is  secured  in  a  way 
peculiarly  t<doptid  on  board,  and  the  initials 
"A.  It.  S.,"  are  Iboso  ol  one  ol  the  p:issen- 
gcrs  This  seems  pretty  clear  in  it.solf;  but 
to  sorore  lull  information,  a  goulleiuan  bas 
been  i'e»palclied  from  Liverpool  lo  tho  scone 
ot  Ihe  supposed  wreck,  in  order,  il  possible, 
lo  Identity  tho  marks  and  proniii,ent  wreck- 
aye,  and  thereby  place  ihc  mailer  lieyond 
doubt.

Donna  Man^^uMa  bad  lieou  mviled  by 
a  fiiend,  Koiii;:  muntlis  bclore,  tu  vi>it  Ibi- 
studio  ol  -liMn  Fomanilez  Ximines  Nava- 
rette,  to  see  a  Lean  ilul  painting  ul  tbe 
Virgin,  wbieh  be  bad  reeenlly  e.xeeiiled. 
This  young  painter,  who  was  called  Hi 
Mudo,  lioni  his  mihlorluno,  was  rapidly 
g.'iiiiing  litme  ,  uiid  (bus  very  paiuting  was 
the  great,  hteppiiig  stone  to  publiii  lavur. 
The  exeitabb-  Spaniards  warmed  with  en- 
ibu.'iiasiii  at  (hi:  beauty  of  the  head,  wlie  b 
was  said  to  have  bei  n  copied  from  that 
ol  Ibe  artist's  mother,  Doiinna  Cataliua 
Xiiueros. 

Among  the  many  who  visited  the  stu- 
dio, were  Don  Albert  aud  bis  daughter. 
Th<  l>;;aiily  ol  ttiu  painting,  the  filial,  ad- 
ijiiiuig  rernreiie,H  ul  the  arlisl  in  taking 
bis  ifiotliff's  bend  .IS  a  model,  (be  "silent 
world"  iti  wbii  h  In:  livi  d,  all  wrought 
iipuu  tbe  suseeplildo  iiusgiuatiuii  uf  ibe 
young  girl,  and  Irom  iht-necforward  Kl 
Miido  was  as^u■'iafl'd  in  nil  her  dreams. 

<  >a  bis  part,  the  painte.r  Lad  st:cn  n 
vision  ol  beauty  such  as  be  f bought  be 
had  never  bclore  beheld  ;  nud  yet  it  must 
have  been  only  tbe  sympalbolio  and  cor- 
dial ni.mncr  ol  Donna  Mara<piiti  tbat  in- 
duced the  ibuughl-for  allbengb  she  \v;i» 
indeed  noblc-louking,  and  with  a  grace 
bicuded  with  dignity,  ye!  no  v/ere  many 
others. 

'\';aiu  and  again  ebe  came,  Homelimco 
aei  ojupuiiied  by  bur  iatlier,  but  uftener 
alone;  and  at  la-<l  (hi:  ;>aiiiler  was  di;- 
lighted  tu  iind  tbat,  fbe  could  converse 
ireely  with  bmi  in  tbo  deal  and  dumb  al 
piuibct.

In:  bad  lived  in  a  higher 
and  more  •■.♦.ailed  split-to,  and  w.is  no 
lon;',<-r  tbe  lonely  man,  apart  from  Ins  lei 
low  ernaturcH,  but  (hat  his  uit  w.is  ibc  one 
ipand  link  (hat  bound  him  and  them  to- 
gel  her.

Mow  lo  break  the  tidings  to  bfr  pa- 
rents WAS  now  the  ^rund  ol^jeet  ol  her  so- 
licitude; :t'id  on  this  very  night  she  had 
pronli^cd  Feruaudc/.  iba!  it  should  be 
tubl  tb«m.  lie  camu  al  twilight,  Lad  u 
brief  int»  rview  with  bor,  and  then  lelt  bor 
lo  tell  what  be  lelt  it  impossible  lor  bim 
to  make  them  coinjirehcnd. 

When  Doll  Albert  aud  his  wife  riiiurn- 
ed,  th»:y  hePTil  all  Irom  (be  lips  ol  (be 
Ir  ctdding  girl.  Tenderly  as  (bey  loved 
biT,  they  conbl  not  give  her  up  to  a  fate 
like  (his.  Tl)i:y  entreated  ber  not  to  give 
bim  any  Lope;  lln'ir  decision  now  eoulil 
neyc;  Im  irvcr;ied-  Mara<iuita  yiebleil 
lo  (heir  tesr.i  what  she  eould  not  have 
iloiic  to  ('ueir  couimands  ;  but  (be  storm 
in  ber  tioul  was  no  less  severe.  Her 
parting  with  reniandez  tbe  next  day  was 
u  terrible  scene.  Tbo  sight  ol  his  dumb 
and  jiowcrless  anguish  was  mori;  alleet- 
iiig  than  tbo  most  impassion,  d  speech. 
The  only  consolation  which  he  could  re- 
ceive was  the  solemn  assurance  ol  ber 
continued  aifcetijn. 

Tbey  parted— Maraijuila  to  go  to  ber 
lonely  ruom,  which  no  pnrsiiasion  could 
induce  her  to  leave,  and  Fernandez  to 
tbe  cotititry  villa  wben:  bis  mother  lived 
in  (inict  and  grandeur;  (or  it  was  not

All  the  eomlort  which  tbe  mother  eould 
impart  to  bis  mute  agony  was  given  ;  bnt 
the  wound  was  deep  and  Usting.  lie 
bad  no  time,  however,  to  give  lo  griei, 
for  be  was  siiminonod  to  Madrid  by  Phil- 
ip II.,  and  appointed  paititer  to  the  king, 
with  a  pension  of  two  hundred  ducats. 
Heru  ho  painted  tbe  Shepherds  Announc- 
ing the  Hirtli  of  our  Sfcvior  :  and  his  rep- 
riSentation  ol  tbeiu  were  so  c.\'iuiMt« 
(hat  every  one  exclaimed,  -'Wbat  bcauti- 
liil  shepherds  !"  This  exclamation  alter 
wards  became  tbe  name  ol  (be  painting, 
it  being  everywhere  known  as  "The 
Picatitilul  Shepherds." 

Still  Maiaijuita  mourned  in  almost  ut- 
ter loneliness  the  loss  ol  her  lover  Still 
did  Donna  Calalina  cJierisb  hiiterneos  to- 
I  wards  ber  whom  she  eoubl  not  ai  ipiit  ol 
euipielry  towards  her  innocent  and  ttn- 
lortunate  son.  F.vcry  on-  coneorncd  m 
the  affair  w.is  nnfappy.  Hon  Albert  and 
bis  wile  were  miserabi.'.  lor  although  Ala- 
r<i<piita  made  no  eoinplaint,  ber  pale,  (bin 
lace  was  a  perpetual  reproach ;  and  ber 
t-.lufal  (o  go  into  company  disticsscd  and 
annoyed  them. 

iVlarar{uita  bad  beard  ul  the  appoinl- 
ineiit,  but  she  beard  also  that  Fernandez 
lad  again  left  Madrid  ;  she  did  not  know 
why  ;  but  one  evening  a  courier  brunght 
ber  a  note  from  Donna  t'alaliiia,  eouel  eJ 
partly  In  bitter  and  partly  in  humble 
tcici.-',  inlonning  her  thai hcrson,  "whom 
her  cruelty  bid  nearly  destroyed,"  was 
Iving  dai'geroin-ly  ill,  nnd  (hat  she  must 
t'ome  and  look  upon  the  wn:ck  she  had 
'  made.  It  closed  with  a  irantie  entreaty 
lor  livr  l>  come  iuiuicdiately.  Sbo  show- 
ed il  tu  her  lather,  and  be  couid  nol  re- 
sist the  pleading  look  whitb  sbo  gave  bim. 
A  liw  moments  later  tbey  were  on  the 
roa  t  with  a  pair  of  horses  tbat  seemed 
alniont  to  lly. 

Tbe  mute  appeal  oi  tbat  sorrow-stricken 
lic-o  (lia(  Liy  upon  Ibe  pillow  almost  un- 
manned Don  Albert.  He  marked  the 
agony  of  his  daughter,  and  tbe  proud, 
Blatuly  grid  ol  Fernande-i's  beautilul 
iiulber  ;  and  be  asked  himself  il  be  eould 
b  '.iiOT/  augbt  upon  cither, from  bis  wealth, 
that  could  compensate  for  the  angnisb  ol 
this  hour.  Oae  word  from  bim  would 
bring  back  joy  to  all.  Should  be  speak 
Hi'  i;ould  he  give  up  his  cherished  bope 
of  seeing  Maraijuita  the  wile  ol  one  ul  the 
proud  .Spanish  grandees,  aud  allow  ber 
to  marry  a  painter :'  Yet  every  thing  hero 
betok.ned  wealth  and  die  utmost  reline- 
ment-  almost,  indeed,  to  la-stidioiisuess. 
He  did  Bpcak  that  woid.  llis  daugh- 
ter uttered  a  glad  shriek.  Donna  Cata- 
liiia  pressed  his  hand  to  ber  heart  and 
wepl  bapjiy  tears,  and  tbe  mute  sullerer 
bhiisell  was  not  slow  to  comprehcud  the 
general  happiness.  Tbey  were  eooii 
united,  never  more  to  be  separated  until 
iiea'h. 

No  cloud  cvi:r  came  o^'ir  that  perfect 
and  eui-'uring  love.  The  noble  Spanish 
wife  il;votud  ber  tieie,  her  talents,  and 
ber  alleetions,  wholly  to  bim  she  loved, 
atd  almost  ceased  to  regret  tbat  she 
could  not  bear  the  voice  wbeu  the  eyes 
were  so  clo<iuent. 

Still  ilid  bis  motbei's  beautiful  aud  no- 
ble lace  look  out  Irom  Lis  canvas,  but 
Maraquiia's,  never.  It  was  in  his  heart 
too  deeplv  to  bring  if  to  the  gaze  of  the 
world,  llo  kept  it  tbi:re,  shrined  and 
holy,  within  the  bosom's  innermcstdrpths. 
It  was  that  mute,  unexpressed  love, 
thi:t  needs  not  speeeb  to  declare  it  -  tbo 
loveoITiiu  Dl.mi:  Paimi  lit'i'  I-ui.ko.no.

On  his  demand  the 
caeo  was  tried  by  a  jury  who   brought  in  a 
verdict  of  guilty,  when  h;  was  limd  *J0  aud 
costs.    Dayton   Kotbein;   leady  to  pomy  up 
desired  thu  Court  to  take  his  Word   for  the 
amount,  which  Iho   Court  refused,   insisting 
upon  his  paying  down  the  c.wis  and  rcTjirtd 
him  to  get  security  for  tho  rcm-.inder  under 
the  guard iaiiship  oi  a  policeman.    This  vigor- 
ous proceeding   rather  lutoed  I.y  man,   who,

Mcusrs.  lUaru 
and  Flint  claiiued  that  the  luttcas  corpus  wnS 
cevcr  intended  to  establish  the  guiit  and  in 
noeecev  ol  u  pi.tmier,  but  to  decide  us  to  his 
being  legally  detained  ;  that  Dayton  had  been 
ie{;ally  held,  aud  would  be  legally  tried  to  day 
at  12  o'clock,  al  the  Ciiy  Hull. 

.\t  !>.x  o'clock,  last  rvenicg,  tbo  Judge  ad- 
journed the  luribtr  ccnsic'eruticu  of  iho  ease 
until  Dine  o'clock  ibis  luomiDg,  and  tbc  pris- 
oner's conusel  became  bis  tail  lor  SX'O  f<>r  bis 
appearance.

The  Congressional  scheme  of  "  recon- 
struction" then  consists  ol  one  measure  of 
proicciion  for  loyal  blacks,  and  two  of 
repression  for  retol  whites  ,  for  tho  for- 
mer, i.jualily  of  civil  ri«hts  with  process 
ot  redress  in  Federal  courta ;  for  tbe  lat- 
ter (1),  curtailment  of  unduo  political 
power  by  tbe  restriction  of  representation 
to  iho  class  actually  represented  (2). 
oxclusio.)  of  leading  rebels  from  Federal 
otBce.  We  do  not  enumerate  tho  test 
oath  by  which  all  who  have  partici- 
pated in  the  rebellion  are  excluded 
trom  Congress,  for  that  is  a  temporary 
barrier  whoso  bars  may  at  any  time  be 
let  down  by  the  caprice  or  good  nature 
ol  Congrees,  as  has  already  been  done  in 
the  case  of  Senator  Patterson.  It  is  not 
necessary  to  repeat  that  these  measures 
fall  far  short  ol  the  great  exigency  and 
the  great  opportunity  of  the  crisis.  They 
arc  palliatives— not  remedies.  They 
leavt^  tb«  old  discaso  atill  in  tho  blood, 
either  to  manifest,  itself,  under  irritating 
conditions,  in  new  and  perilous  out- 
breaks of  disloyalty  and  rebellion,  or  to 
work  Itself  slowly  cut,  under  favGrable 
iiuapicfs,  in  a  gradual  regeneration  and 
regrowth  ot  the  body  politic. 

For    ourselves,    while   we  aro  wiiling 
eiwogh  to  trust,  to  tbe  laws  of  social  de- 
velopment for  the  elimination  of  wrong 
an<l  ii>j  jstice  from  all  human  systems,  wo 
cannot  forget  the  sad  lesson    of  history, 
that  nations   cannot   shift  tbe  burden  of 
their  owi}   errors  upon  (iod's  I'rovidencs 
without,    incurring  God'.j  penalty  for  tbe 
urimea    they     leav-j     unredressed.       The 
justice  t/liich  wo  deny  tho  black  man  will 
make  its    way  to   bim   at    last,  iLough  it 
overturn    all   humau   constitution.i    and 
oleavo  a  path  through  millioiu  of  slain. 
But  il  Congress  has  left  so  mnch  undone, 
the  American  people  will  not   forget  the 
reason.     It  ii   because   upon  the  thresh-

Tho  latter, 
without  tbc  Icnowlcdgc  of  their  jvardt,  made 
it  o^er  U)  tho  SoutkaraChureh. 

Un  Monday  night  tbo  tkiutbern  preaelter 
aa4  bis  friendH  visited  tho  ehurcli,  and  were 
much  rejoiced  to  llnd  that  their  lock  had  not 
t>een  tampered  with,  .'^bout.s  were  rained  and 
revolTurs  bretl  to  exprisa  thw  gr«lilie4li00a 
and  to  mtimidate  tbeir  TU-ilms. 

Matters  were  not  to  tnd  here.  On  Tuesday 
eveoin>,  a  returned  reltel  iididier  handed  ii 
black  lM>y  a  written  order  to  deliver  to  Mr. 
Oardlner,  direcilng  Mr.  (>«rjiner  to  leave 
town  lukmcdiatcly.  Ot  this  be  tonic  no  noili-o, 
na  lio  was  ly  ini*  Kick  with  n  billuus  attack,  for 
which  bo  hud  taken  a  dose  ot  mercury.  At 
10  o'clock,  while  lur.  (J.  was  lying  in  bed  at 
tbc  bouse  of  a  ffiond,  in  tbe  outskirts  ct  the 
lowu.  a  knook  was  bcoril  at  the  door.  His 
host  opened  it,  when  he  wui  immcdiittely 
seixcd,  taken  out  and  guardeil  by  part  of  a 
twuy  of  men  with  their  tacun  blackened,  and 
nthcr«i!«  disguised.  The  gang  then  went  in 
doors,  sarruuodeii  Mr.  Oardiner,  and,  with 
pistols  cocked  and  pointed  at  bIm,  threatened 
bit  life.  They  aUo  ordered  him  tu  leave  the 
bouse,  lefuHinK  him  tuiio  to  liiiish  <lre!i.>lng 
Tbey  dragged  him  aoiLe  di.tianco,  swearing  at 
bim,  and  talking  of  tar  ami  feathers,  lynch 
ia«f.&c. 

Finally,  they  took  him  down  a  bill,  and 
forced  him  over  a  aiouo  wall  >nto  a  very 
muddy  creek,  plungiuit  bim  under  tbo  water 
uutil  he  was  nearly  Mrangled.  Tbo  lady  of 
tlie  bouse,  who  bad  lolloped  tbtm  out,  in 
vain  implored  them  to  spare  him,  I  hey, 
however,  ut  last  let  bun  go  without  iDllirtiog 
any  mOrtil  injury.  There  were  about  a  deien 
of  tbe  tultlans,  several  of  them  Ijeing  gradu- 
lUca  of  Iho  rebel  army.  This  ouly  a  »pecimen 
of  what  wood  bu  done  lu  tbo  uiuerdisi  rids 
were  the  disloyal  proportion  of  thu  commu 
nity  so  overwhelmingly  large  as  it  is  in  Scott 
county.

Tho  llonso  Comiuiflea  on  Territories 
have  made  a  report  on  the  condition  of 
IJttth.  They  say  the  leatiinoiiy  diaclo:*) 
the  fact  that  the  laws  of  the  L'ni'cd  States 
•ire  opei.ly  and  deliantly  violated  through- 
out the  Territory,  and  thit  an  aruud 
force  ia  necesaary  to  pri'serve  the  peace 
and  give  security  to  :he  lives  and  proper- 
ty of  citizens  of  theUrifed-Siatea  residing 
therein.  The  only  wi'ness  introduced  at 
the  rf  quest  of  the' delegate  from  lltah, 
nduiits  the  necessity  of  maiutaing  l.'uiled 
titatcs  troops  in  tho  Territory,  in  order  to 
sec-ire  protection  aud  salety  to  persons 
and  property,  i  he  Committee  have  been 
unablo  to  adopt  tho  suggestions  made  by 
i'Oino  ol  the  gentlemen  examined  for  the 
ab  liiion  of  the  present  territorial  (lov- 
erninent  of  Utah,  an  1  the  establishment 
ol  a  military  governmen'.  Tbey  also  re- 
gret to  state  that  they  have  been  unable 
to  cgrce  upon  and  submit  for  the  action 
of  ;ho  House  a  plan  wbitih  seemed  to  them 
to  promise  a  practical  solution  of  the 
Abuse  and  evils  complained  of  and  which 
are  admitted  to  exist.  Tbey  do  not  dtmi 
It  advisable  either  to  divide  tho  territory 
and  annex  it  to  Nevada  and  the  territo- 
ries adjacent,  nor  do  they  favor  the  e«- 
lal.lishment  ol  a  military  goveniinent. 
They  have  therefore  been  compelled  to 
postpone  the  further  oonsidcration  of  the 
matter  until  Decemhtr  n.  .\t. 

On  ibu  I6ih  ol   June,  Mr.  lluoper.  tie 
delejratc  from  Utah,  addres.«cd  a  letter  to 
the  chairman  ol    the  coiuroitfte,  in  which 
he  denied  the  sta'cments  of  the  witnesses, 
and  asks  that  no     eport   bn  made  to  the 
House  till  the   people  of   Utah  could  be 
liearit    in    reply    to    th;;    charges    made 
.igainst  them.     He  also  asked  lor  a  ccpy 
of  the  testimony  already  Uken,  which  the 
comraittee  declined  to   furnish  hini.     lie 
aubsetiuenily  appeared   belore  the  cum- 
mitieo  aud   retjaeated   that  a  select  com 
millee  or   a  sub  coinciitteu    Irom  the  ter- 
ritorial  coiumitl««    be    s<mt   to    Utah  by 
directioM  of  lb  j  House,  with  aurhoriiy  to 
t.xamiiic  and  report    upon  all  the  allega- 
tions made  by    the    witnesses   t-xiinincd, 
and  also  on  thu  condition   of  all  classes 
resid.ng  in  the   Territory.     Thi  'OiiHait- 
tee    were    unable   to   satisfy    themselves 
that  any  material  facts  could  b't  obtained 
even  il  a  Bub-conimi'tee  should  go  to  the 
Territory,  tbey  thcrtluro  d«>lm«<i  to  ask 
the  House  to  make  an  onler  wbteh  would 
necessarily  involve  a  largo  expenditure  ol 
money  in    sending    such  »   uoiuiuitteo  to 
Utah.     Among   the    witnesses   examined 
waa  Joseph  S;uiili,  the  son  ol  the  lounder 
of  the  Mormon  chureb,  who  says  that  the 
Booklet  Mormon  explicitly  co;idemns  and 
lorbids  polygamy,  which  wa«  not  known, 
acknowledged  or  held  as  an  article  of  the 
faith  until    Briyham    Young   becamu    the 
leader  ol    liiat  part  ol    the  church  which 
wen',    west    wrh   l.ini.     The  church   did 
not,  under  Ibe   preeidency   of  hia  fa'-Lcr, 
nor  does  it  now,  under  bis.     The  wit- 
lusBes  testify  ih  it  tho  presidency  teaches 
hostility  to  tba  government  ol  Ihe  United 
States,     ticnerul  Connor,  who  baa  been 
Diilitary   commander  ol    the   Hiaincl  ol 
Utah  since  18Ij2,  festilied  that  polygamy 
ia  tiught  as  a   fundamental    principle    of 
the  Moiinon  religion,  and  disloyalty  and 
treason  to  tho  (ijverniuent  is  a   practice 
erjoincd  by  i's    tenets.      It  is    regarded 
by  good    moriuor.s   not    only    allowable, 
but  meritorious  to  aiaail  and  despoil  the 
Feileral    (iovernincnt     in  every    practi 
c*ble  way.  Gen.  Coonorhas  no  doaVit.  thu 
the  Mormon  Uaders  b.ivo  aasunnd  to  au 
thorize  and  justify  honiioido.  He  believes 
it  from  their  own   record,   from   current 
report  among    Ibcmselves,    and    from   a 
Mormon  who  eonlesjed  to    biin    that   he 
had  cowinirted  luurder  by  directionof  the 
Aluruion  leaders  and  behevml^at  the  time 
he  was  doing  right,  as    taught    by  ibem.

For  thirty  jears,  ai  we  have  said,  Mr. 
John  Chureb  has  been  living  at  West- 
pballs,  on  a  little  larm  ol  twenty-live  or 
thirty  actea,  worth,  at  the  utmost,  not 
more  than  !il2,(KH)  or  !?;i,lKHt,  contented, 
no  doubt.  With  bia  poase«9ions,  ami  never 
dreaming  wealth,  bejondtbe  litllo  to  be 
g  lined  Irom  hia  ae.inty  ncrea.  His  first 
glimpse  ol  the  gorgeous  vision  which  such 
bgures  as  $;>,>  i)(X),i>00  numuion  up,  was 
caught,  as  wu  have  said,  a  week  ago  laat 
Saturday.  The  MonJay  following,  ad- 
vised and  {irompted  by  some  of  his  neigh- 
bors, Mr.  Church  canu  to  this  city,  and 
that  evening  took  passage  upon  the  cars 
bound  lor  Masaachufett.i  Four  day  a 
ago,  his  famdy  received  letters  from  him, 
announcing  tho  complete  snicess  of  bis 
mission.  Mr.  Halsoy  Church  bad  recng- 
nieed  biai  as  his  elder  bro'hrr,  and  the 
rightful  heir  to  these  thirty  live  niillions. 
and  the  Walker  family  bad  abindoned 
their  proposed  visit  to  Iviglaiul,  aPer  a 
Iruitb'ss  attempt,  through  (iov.  Seymour, 
to  obtain  power  of  aiturii«-y  Irom  bia. 
What  his  next  step  wUl  be,  we  cannot 
say.  The  ago  of  Mr.  Church  will  un- 
doubtedly prevent  his  visiting  Koglaiid  in 
person,  but  aomc  of  his  family  may  be 
expected  to  make  the  journey  aoon. 

The  great  fortune  of  Mr.  Church  ion- 
aists,  in  the  main,  we  understand,  ol  lliit- 
ish  guverninent  securities,  but  includes 
two  large  estates  on  tho  Thames,  not  very 
distant  Irotu  London.  It  descendi  from 
a  great  grandlatber  ol  Mr.  (Jhurcb,  and 
has  been  held  lor  many  )ears  past  by  an 
older  brother  ol  Tbumaa  Church,  his 
lath,  r,  who  came  to  this  country  some 
time  in  the  last  century.  The  late  poa- 
sessor  died  without  heirs,  skuA  bis  thirty- 
live  million  dollars  have  been  patiently 
wailing  several  months  for  tb^i  American 
dmcendauts  ol  Thomas  Church  to  present 
themselves.

As  we  bad  a  vdctiit  seat  in  our  wagon, 
and  aa  tho  parly  were  on  foot,  I  inquired 
if  one  of  the  young  ladiea  would  nut  like 
to  ride  wi'h  us  to  the  house.  On  one  ol 
them  Bt&cnting,  my  conipauiuu,  a  New 
lork  gentleman,  politely  extended  bia 
h.iiid  to  K.^sist  Ler;  but,  instead  ot  «ccept- 
inu  it,  she  made  a  sudden  leap  from  thu 
ground  over  the  side  cf  tbu  vehicle,  and 
landed  directly  down  b^  his  side.  She 
appeared  to  be  eighfeen  years  of  age, 
with  rather  a  maueuline  phystq'its,  her 
figure  tall,  erect,  and  lube,  but  well 
rounded,  and  exceedingly  graceful  and 
feminine  in  outliae,  the  incatnation 
of  perfect  health  and  vigor.  Her 
face  was  thoroughly  browned  by  ex- 
posure and  exercito  in  thu  open 
air,  and  was  cunstanily  lighlud  op  wiib  a

an  addreas  delivered  at  Norlolk  last  Sat 
urday,  enilunvured  lo  show  tint  il  was  no 
spirit  ul  inbUburdinatioii  or  rebellion  to 
U«lul  authority  wbn-b  forbid  his  tiKing 
the  oath;  but  tbo.t  the  oath  ilrcll  was 
ialse  in  its  terms,  in  that  it  was  a  tacit 
admission  llultbt-re  bad  br-en  aiebrllc.<n, 
that  hi!  and  oth>Ta  wire  rebels,  tnd  ihtru 
lore  traitors  ;  thai  llu  re  is  an  existing  re- 
bellion, and  Ibtt  he  ba.l  been  false  tu  tbi: 
Constitution  ol  tbu  United  Siatea  aud  the 
Union  ol  the  St.itca  ihemselves,  whereas 
lor  nearly  ball  a  century  he  had,  by  wurd 
aud  deed,  in  pence  and  war,  b.ittl-il  fur 
lb'.:  Coustitutiuu  and  thu  Union,  and  be- 
fore the  war  began  bad  fieeri  ont;  who  bud 
desired  to  light  the  fight  in  the  Union. 
Those  oaths  were  not  necessary,  could 
not  accomplish  any  good  result,  aid  did 
but  promotu  perj  iry,  hypocrisy,  and  a 
general  demuralization.  As  being  the 
condition  precedent  ol  even  making  an 
application  lor  a  pardon,  it  was  an  absur- 
dity and  a  crime.  A  man  must  swear, 
not  before  he  is  pardoned,  but  bciorc  be 
can  even  ask  to  bo  pardoned.  In  the 
kingdom  of  grace,  said  he.  who  ever 
heard  of  such  a  monstrosity  r*  For  him- 
sell  be  asked  no  pardon,  Iur  the  reason 
that  he  had  committed  no  oli'ense  fjr 
which  to  be  pardoned. 

Tbe  asking  ol  pardon  ailuiitted  guilt, 
and  lor  himsell  he  was  eonseioui  ol  no 
guilt.  He  had  obeyed  those  who  bad 
tbe  right  to  eommsnd.  The  very  article 
ol  the  Conitilutiun  of  Ihe  United  Ktates 
which  waa  revoked  to  warrant  the 
making  ol  war  upon  Virginia 
and  tbe  Other  Southern  States  giive  tliuso 
States  thu  authority  tu  do  all  that  might 
be  rxjuisite  to  defend  IbeniLclves  agaioiit 
invasion  aud  iuiurruction.  Virginia  called 
hiiu  to  the  liebl  ol  blood,  and  duty  de- 
manded that  ho  should  obey  that  call. 
And  it  was  too  late  nuw  tu  talk  about 
there  being  do  cause,  when  Virginia  had 
been  invaded  iii  ber  every  euunty,  and 
every  fijuure  loot  of  territory,  and  had 
been  bla&teil,  burned,  destroyed ;  her 
ehurehea  beluulcd,  evcu  the  eravca  ot  her 
desil  wortbii's  polluted,  ber  nousca  burn- 
ed, her  bibor  stolen  away. 

And  jet,  nvw  that  lor  peace  her  suns 
bad  surrendered  at  Ap;ioinattox  and 
(Treensboro,  and  bad  taken  the  amnesty 
oU'ered  iLem,  they  are  told  that,  although 
they  could  not  leave  the  Union,  neverthe- 
less ibey  are  not  in  tho  Union,  and  shall 
not  come  into  tbo  Union  until  ihcy  con- 
.sent  to  submit  to  terms  ol  degradation, 
than  which  death  wOUld  be  a  blessed 
bond.  Aye,  thu  gravo  of  (ieorge  Wash- 
in,<{tuu  la  today  out  ol  the  Union,  we  are 
told.  Those  sicrvtl  relics  ol  Monnt  Ver- 
non aru  not  in  Ihe  Union,  hut  Virginia, 
oncu  tho  '  mother  of  States  and  states 
men,"  dismembered  and  disiiinntled.  is  to 
be  held  in  vassalage  and  condition  ol  t(>r- 
ritorial  dependence. 

The  terms  ol  the  amnesty  oath  were 
still  further  criticised,  especially  that 
clause  relerring  to  the  laws  passed  and 
proclamations  issued  during  tlie  war. 
i'be  sp:!aker  avowed  that  with  the  result 
ol  war  in  the  cxtiriiation  of  slavery  he 
bad  no  quarrel.  It  was  a  cauae  ot  de- 
vout thanks  lo  God  that  be  had  been  re- 
leased Irjm  tbu  presence  and  pressure  of 
u  grodom  ;  but  while  he  thus  rejoiced  at 
thu  result,  aud  while  be  would  not  alter 
tliat  result  if  b'-  could,  never  would  be 
concede  the  rightfulness  of  the  means  em- 
ployed (0  cifect  that  end.

A  similar  late 
seeina  to  await  us  .it  tbe  ja'ifs  of  the  mon- 
ater  extravagance  that  ia  laat  destroying 
the  modesty  and  virtuo  oacc  cunsidcred 
es^entlal  to  the  cxia'ence  of  society.  Aa 
one  rediculous  lashion  or  custom  after 
another  haa  appeared,  it  has  been  satir- 
ized by  thu  usual  invtbod  ol  exaggeration. 
But  in  a)mn;it  every  ease  th;y  liave  baf- 
fled tbe  eO'orts  of  the  satirist  by  boldly  and 
promptly  moving  up  to  the  level  ol  his 
reiircsentatioii,  so  tb;U  tbo  power  of  llio 
■arcaem  is  lost  by  ita  being  no  longer  a 
b'lmoruus  exaggeration  by  a  [dnin,  sober 
statement  ol  facta.  From  crinoline  to 
cage,  from  cage  to  tillers,  waa  a  progress 
tbat  kept  pace  wiib  the  punatera  and  piu- 
(orials.  So  too  in  thu  matter  ol  the  bon- 
nets. Lock  at  tbe  wit  end  bumur  column 
of  a  newspaiicr  three  or  four  yeara  old 
and  yuu  will  tii.d  tbat  the  lem^lc  head 
gear  there  deacribed  as  ridiculously  small 
would  now  be  ridiuulously  largi>.

'1  be  case  of  L}  man  C.  Uaytoo,  for  an  alleged 
assault  upon  the  city  Justice  on  .Saturday 
evening  upon  the  public  streets  of  this  city, 
came  up  before  Justice  MoMlllin  yesterday, 
and  the  arpumtnu  upon  tho  writ  of  habeas 
corpus  were  resumed.  The  hour  was  fixed 
for  0  o'cock,  but  owing  to  illness  in  the  fuc- 
lly  of  Judge  McMillr.n,  the  hearing  was  post- 
poned till  1!  o'clock,  at  which  lime  the  matter 
canie  up. 

Judge  McMillan,  after  copious  citations 
from  the  bigbeit  authorities,  decided  to  ad- 
mit the  warrant  of  Mayor  Prince  authorising 
Justice  Ford  to  try  the  case,  as  cvidcucr. 

Mr.  James  Smith  argued  that  Mr.  nayton 
had  been  illegally  imprisoned  because  ho  bad 
not  first  been  taken  bcfciro  a  magistrate  before 
whom  a  complaint  should  have  been  made. 
Mr.  .'imiih  never  knew  a  place  outside  of  .St. 
Paul  where  a  man  could  be  commiucd  to 
pri>on  without  a  written  warrant  lo  that  cf- 
lect  from  a  magistrate,  and  tbat  Dayicn 
ought  to  1)0  discharged  as  a  mailer  uf  course, 
making  a  strong  personal  appeal  on  behall  of 
Uis  client. 

Mr  Flint,  who  assislid  the  Ciiy  Attornuy, 
caid  that  it  appeared  that  an  offence  had  been 
coniiiiittedi  that  the  City  Justice  had  been 
attacked  by  tho  relator  (Mr  Dayton),  and 
hat  be  had  been  arrested  for  committing  that 
olTence.  Ii  was  really  of  no  consequence 
wlietbir  he  bad  been  legally  or  illegally  ar- 
rt&iel.  Ilo  had  been  handed  over  to  tho 
propci  tlUccr  for  tafe  latping  merely  until 
such  lime  as  bo  could  be 
brought  before  a  magistrate.  A 
magistrate  hud  to  be  created  to  hear  tho  case. 
He  bad  a  right  to  rimaia  in  custody  until 
-ucb  a  uiugistiato  tcai  created  In  reply  lo 
ao  inquiry  from  Judge  McMillan  it  was  re- 
plied ibuc  no  prisooers  were  committed  to  tho 
city  prison  ;  that  it  was  merely  a  watch-house 
or  lockup  In  which  prisoners  were  tempo- 
ratily  dutuincd  f'jr  trial,  after  which  ihcy  were 
con.iuli!«d  to  tho  county  j4il. 

City  Attorney,  I  \'.  1).  Heard,  delivered  a 
very  lucid  and  able  argumen^t  in  support  of 
the  action  taken  by  the  city  nuthorit:cs  ia  re- 
gard to  this  case.  It  is  however  lmpo»sible 
to  do  justice  to  his  argnmcnt  in  a  brief  re- 
port. 

Jadgo  PalmeT;'  lor  tho  relator,  dosed  ihe 
case  before  Judge  MeMil!an,  und  ho  also  dis- 
played much  skill  and  ability  in  handling 
the  numtrutts  legal  tcclir.cc  tittles  involved.

Millan, who  gavo  an  extended  opinion  "pon 
many  of  the  puiuls  raised,  and  dciidcd  that 
the  prisoner  was  n<<t  legally  held,  und  that  the 
warrant  author  zing  U;car  F.  Ford  tu  net  es 
City  Jiistico  should  have  been  drawn  witli 
more  care.

1  roin  Kiol  I  mad.:  a  nhort  trip  north  to 
Schley,  an  i»lct  ot  ibe  sea.  about  l*  miU«« 
long,  between  whi.b  and  the  Hay  of 
Fle4>.bur,;  li.ii  lli.  provnuo  ol  Anglia,  a 
(ertil.-.  rolling  ..niniry.  whose  oareMly 
cultivated  ruhlK,  rich  meudowH.  and  liixu- 
rio.i^.  well  ktpt  beech  wooda  present  a 
«orie:.  ol  very  pretty  ecenis.  A»  it  may 
m'.erfst  you  to  know  how  lbe»e  peopltj 
live.  I  ahall  givo  you  a  description  ol  the 
lirat  tarm  house  1  saw.  and  which  all 
others  cloMily  resemble. 

Imagine  a  large  brick  building,  with  a 
hit;h.    mo!>s-LOvered   straw  rool ;  on   the 
gabla  end    the  nest  ol  a  stork  is  i.itchcd, 
which  staudiPii.  as  is  his  custom,  on  one 
leg.  looks  philosophically  over  the  larm, 
while  his  mate,  cipnlly   philoBOphically. 
stalks    aloi-,':    the    brooklet    in    yonder 
meadow.    Below  tbe  projecting  rool  a 
number  ol  swallows  have  built  their  neHta. 
and  chcerfally    twitf  ring,  ily  in  and  out. 
Hut  the  stork    and   the  swaliowa  feel  evi- 
dently  quite  at   homo,    and  seem    to  te 
conscious  that   they  are   tbo    lavorites  ot 
the  people,  indeed,   tolhaim    or  disturb 
them  wool '.  accordintr  t"  popular  belief, 
bring  down  ihe  wrath  ol  Heaven  upon  tbe 
house  and  its    inmates.     In    front  of  the 
house  i*  the    )  ard  in    which    children  are 
p'aying  with  a  mastill,    and  chickens  and 
ducks  are   leisurely  picking  up  grains  of 
rje  or  wheat.     In   the   rear  of  the  house 
the  windows  look  up)n    the  garden,  next 
to  the  house  being    lluwers,  larther  back 
vegetables,  then  fruit  trees.     The  house, 
winch  from   tbe   outside   looks   like   one 
building,  consists    in    fact    ol  two  under 
one  roof.     The   house  fronta   with  the 
gable  hidu  towards  tbe  yard,  into  which  a 
door  opens,   ol   some  tiftecn   feet   high. 
large  enough  to  admit   a  team  wi'h  a  full 
load  of  hay  or   grain.     Out  ot   this  largo 
door  a  smaller  one   is   cut  lor  common 
use.     On  entering  you   tind  yourself  in  a 
spacious    hall,   partly  used    as    a    store 
house  for  agricultural  impliraents,  and  as 
a  place  where  those  tools  that  need  it  are 
repaired.     On  the  sides  places  are  C.\ed 
ofl'in  which  chickens,  geese   and  ducks 
are    kept.     In  the  back   ground    is    tbe 
hearth,    tlanked  by  cupboards  filled  with 
shiniDg  brass   and    copper  kettles,   and 
oth«r  cooking  utensils.     The  lloor  of  this 
hall   ia   made  of  dried   clay.     From  the 
raf\era  of  the  roof  smoked  hama,  beef  and 
sausages  are  hanging.     The  (|uantiti<a  of 
these,  a.  well  as  tbo    long  rows  of  pieces 
ol  butter,  cheese,   and   vessels  with  milk 
in  the  cellars,  and   tbe  chests  and  ward- 
robes lull  ct  linen  and   homespun    elolb, 
show  that  the  farmer    in    this   district   is 
pretty  well  oil,  and  that  the   women  have 
not  the  leisure  to  indulgn   in  many   idle 
fancies ;    for    besides    attending    to    the 
kitcbeo,  all  work  ap.oertaiuing  to  the  gar- 
den, and  to  the  milk,  butter,  and    cheese 
department  is  exclusively  done  by  women. 
During  harvest  time  some  of   the  servant 
girls  and  hired  women  also  asoist  in  gath- 
ering the  crops. 

From  the  hall,  as  olfo   from  the    cut- 
aide,  doors   lead  iulo  tbe  dwelling  house, 
which  IS  luiuished  comfortably,  but  with 
rustic  plaiuness.     It  contains  one  room, 
however,  ol  more  pretensions,  and  in  the 
furnishing  ol  which  an  attempt  is  made  to 
approach  city    elegance.     This    room   is 
called  the  "best  room,"  and  nied  on  fes- 
tive occasions  oniy.     Us  furniture  is  usu- 
ally of  rather  clumsily  shaped  mahogany, 
the  walls  ornamented  or  otherwise  with  a 
few  colored   eagraviogs.     Home  china  is 
also  displayed  in  this  room.    At  this  time 
of  the  >ear  the  dwelling  houso  seems,  at 
least  during  working  hour?,  deserted;  the 
only  hving  being  I  "discover  being   a   cat 
sitting  on  oneol  the  window  sills,  purring 
and  eijoying  the    warm    sunshine   which 
streamed  through  the  panes. 

To  juJge  trom  what  I  have  seen  of  the 
Aoglians  they   are   a    sturdy, 
people,    lefs     heavily      built 
phlegmatic  than  the  Dstmarchcrs,  and  not 
quite  so  hvely  aa  tbo    people  ol    eastern 
Uolslein.     In  common    with  nearly   the 
entire  larmiog  population  of  Europe  tbey 
arc  strongly   attached  to  tbe  ancient  hab- 
its and  ways  ol  doing  things,    and  rather 
■uspii  ioua,  and  consniuently  slow  to    at- 
tempt   improvements.     Oa  an     average, 
about  one  in  every  seven  of   the  fariueri 
take  a  newspaper,  and  on  the  first  evening 
alter  its  arrival  the  neighbors  assemble  at 
the  house  ol    the    subscriber    to   bear  it 
read.     TLii  ij  usually  done  by  one  of  the 
oldest  and  most  resjKcted   among   Ihero, 
who,  alter  having  beenrtquested,  begins, 
perhaps  with  an  air  of    llattcred    digiiily, 
to  read  in   a   slow    sud    distinct    voice 
When,  as  it  occasionally  will  happen,  ba 
comes  to  a  jiw-brcakiug  foreign   wor  I  bo 
pauses,  and  alter  an  unsuccessful  att<nipt 
or  two  at  pronouncing    it,   lakea    til  his 
specta'  les,  wipts  them  thoroughly,    jiuta 
them  on   again   with  b, coming  gravity, 
and  giving  the  dilUcult  word  a    more    in- 
tent look  than    ever.     \\  hen    tho    paper 
baa  been  read  its  contents  are,  of  course, 
discussed,  an<l  when  this  suVjcct  has  he<n 
exhau-tcd  and  the  allairs  ol  the  neighbor- 
hood have  been  talked  about,  the  neigl- 
bors  separate. 

On  most  Sundays  tbe  whole  family  at- 
tends church  service,  but  not  more   than 
once  on  the  same  day,  that  being  consid- 
ered suflioicnt  to   satisfy    their   spiritual 
wants;        in       fact       in       most      vil- 
lages    but    one    service  a  diiy  is   held, 
and  to   go  cliener  to  church  would  be 
anywhere  looked   upon  aa  evidence  of  a 
very    exceptional   state   of    mind.     The 
aervice  is  that  ol  ihit  Lutheran  I'rocstant 
Church,  beginning  with  the   singing  of  a 
bvmn    by  tho   connregaticn,    wherenpon 
tbe  minister   ull'ers   a   prayer  and   reads 
some  verses  from  the   Uible,  which  form 
the  text   tor  tho  &ermon,  which  follows.

Here     the    Troy    an.l   (Jreeiilield 
railroad  IS  tu  come,  with  the  high  wooded 
wall  on    one   side,  iho    broad,    brawling,

bemuied    in    by    the    river,     hemmed    in 
by  the   mountain,   both  olten  closing  in 
upon  lis  in  Iront.  so  that  there  seein<^0  to 
bo  no  way  out,    wben    pieato  !  some  gap 
would    open    unseen    until   ju.it   upon  it, 
eloaini  up    ^ccnrely    behind.     When    we 
stopped  the  i  onies  to  breathe,  alter  their 
exhausting  climb,  tho  whirling,  careering 
cloud  that  broke   on.  c  or  twice  in  show- 
ers, theiipphug  river,  the  bank  ol  over- 
hanging green,  the  high  pr  cipices  b.  low. 
the  silence  and   vastness  ol  Nature  tilled 
our  souls,  so  that  lor  a   mom.  nl  wo  were 
all  unconscious  I'antheists.     It  is  in  vain 
to  try  to  givo  you  tho  picturcsqucn.'si  of 
this  rido  ol  twenty-seven   miles.     Look

I  hia  tunnel,  which  is  with  the  mcep- 
tion  perhaps  ol"  the  tunnel  under  Lake 
Michigan  at  Chicago,  the  greatest  bore 
in  this  country,  ia  this  year  attracting 
thousands  of  visitors  Irom  the  eastern 
cities  in  search  ol  fresh  air,  scenery,  and 
a  sensation.  Heing  situated  in  tho  north- 
ern and  most  mountainous  portion  ol 
Massachuectta.  a  visit  to  it  allords  the 
two  first  requisites  in  abundance  to  a 
bluzc  city  dcni/.cn,  and  the  sensational 
portion  is  thus  described  by  a  correspon- 
dent of  the  New  York  Evtninj  I'lmt . 

1  went  to  the  Iloosac  Tunnel  nbout  a 
week  since,  and  would  recommend  it  to 
all  jided  pleasure  seekers,  to  all  novelty 
hunters,  to  all  lovers  ol  the  picturesijue 
in  scenery,  and  to  all  those  who  enjoy 
tho  coiKiusstof  nature  and  the  reduction 
ol  her  savaf.o  lorces  to  bcncliccnt  scr- 
vi.;«  lor.  man. 

Wo  started  one  overcast  morning  from 
tho  busy  town  of  Greenfield,  at  once  so 
alive  and  so  rural,  up  the  shady  moun- 
tain road  to  Shelburne.  That  rushing 
trout-brook  we  meet  at  tho  bottom  of  the 
hill  wo  follow  lor  three  or  lour  miles, 
just  by  tbe  side  of  tho  road,  until  wo 
reach  Shelburne  Falls. 

We  drove  to  the  tunnel,  and  found  that 
the  special   engineer  wo  desired   to   see 
was  in  ISoston,  but  Mr.  I..OW,   the  sujier- 
iniendent,  met    us  very  politely,    oll-^red 
wrappeis  and  water-proofs  for  our  jour- 
ney inloth.!  cold  and  dark  abodes  ol    the 
machines,  and  gave  us  his  valuable  com- 
panionship.    Behold  us  cijuipped  I  What 
changes   dress    can    make !      Never   say 
ai-ain,  "  it'a  ol   no   conseq'ience."    One 
of  our  company,  a  urave   gentlemen   of 
large  and   careful    business    rcnponsibili- 
lies,  is   translormed   into   a  jolly    school 
boy  ;  another,    a  Uwyer    of  shrewd,    be- 
nevolent, even   siintly  leatures,  becomei 
(iuv  tawkes.  a  dark  lantern  cuiispiralor. 
or    like     Monsieur    Uigand    in    "Ilkak 
llouuc,,"  whose  iiiousta.  he   went   up  and 
whose  nose  came  down. 

in  we  Iran  ped,lirst  a  gciitUman  and  a 
lantern,  then  a  lady,  then  a  gentleman 
with  a  light,  theu  a  lady  of  shadow,  und 

.,^„  „. so  on   iu  order,  over  thu   narrow  plank 

intelliRcnt    that  lilted  our  leel  from  the    water ;  step, 
,    ,     -    step,  plash    into    tho   muddy    water,    up 
ana    less    ^^^^^  ^^^^  ^  warning  now,    ami  with   a 
joke  ;  on.  in  siniilc  tile,  till  a  lady  down 
checked  us,  to  givo  notice  ol  an  unseen, 
unwarned  hole,  not  very  deep,  hut  deep 
enough   to    bruise  her    face    badly    and 
leave  the  mark  ol   the   tunnel   upon   her. 
omatimes  we  slipped  out  ol  the  way  lor 
a  car-load  of  the  blasted  ro  k,  pushed  by 
two  mtn.     Finally  ii'iis.;    and   light   and 
smoke     announced      our     approach     to 
the       machine.         We       heard         one 
thump,     two     thumps,      three     thumps 
to    the    second,    with    deafening    roar, 
in  the  heart  ol  Ih'!  rock,  and  we  saw  cyl- 
in.leis  with    India  rubber  |ipes  attached 
at  onu  end  and  a  drill  at  tbo  olher.     The 
plan  is  to  work  twenty-lour  drills  at  once, 
every  machine    drilling   thiee  leet  in  fif- 
teen minutes,  and   taking  the   temper  in 
that  time  out  rf  two  drills.     Sanderson's 
Knglish  steel  is  found  Ihe  best  lor  these. 
While    tbe   drills    ar !  changed    we    look 
about  and  see  the   dripping   arch  ol  the 
rock,  the   width   ol   excavation    lor  two 
tracks,   the  arrangement   ol   machinery, 
and  the  interest  ol    the  men  in  this  new 
(lowor,  which  has  only  b»  en  used  about  a 
lortnight.     When  the  holes  are  made,  the 
men  and  machines  retire  behind  two  lor- 
tilied    (;!itc8    nitil    after    the  explosion. 
Then  the  Ira(',meut8  are  carried  oil,  and 
tbey    bei;iu   again.     Meantime  tho  com- 
pressed air   ventilates  the   tunnel.     Two 
shaiti   Irom  tho  top  ol   the  mountain  to 
meet  the  line  of  thu  road  are  begun,  and 
then  there   will  be  six  laces  for  tbe  ma- 
chines to  work  at,  and  tho  work  wdl  ro 
on  rapidly. 

Wo  retrace  our  path  for  Ihrce-lilths  ol 
a  mile  out  of  the  boweU  of  the  mountain, 
in  wonder  and  admiration  at  the  courage 
that  should  plan,  and  perseverance  that 
should  carry  out,  this  work  against  na- 
ture and  man  together  — the  dumb,  blind 
force  ol  nature,  tho  conscious,  vital  oppo- 
sition of  Ihe  wdl  ol  man.

A  market  for  the  sale  of  horseilcsh  was 
opened  in  I'aria  on  the  I'th  instant.

soillcd  at,  balanced  in  the  hand,  ami  then 
thrown  back    into   the  ba»k;!t  again   by 
scores    ol    iicople,   many    of  whom  had 
come  with  tlieir  own  baskets  with  tbe  iu- 
tention  ol  buying,    hut,  could   not  quite 
mako  up  their  minds.     f»no   e.ticedingly 
brown  «dd  lady,  with  a  very    showy  cot- 
ton handkerchiel   tied  around    her  head, 
encourag.d    the    hesilalmi;     ones,      ar.d 
showed  them  lur   own  purchase.     'Why, 
in  England,'  said  sho,  'all  the   people  eat 
ii;.     What  is    their  'rosbil'   ol    whi  h  we 
hear  so  much !*     Horse  (l.ah  to  be  sure.' 
A    fastidious    dame    in    a   purple   jacket 
vowed  that  tlw  very  l.lca  ol  the  thing  made 
her  ill.     This  brought   lorward   Ihe   mis- 
tiess  of  Iho  esUblishment,  tt  buxom  jally 
dame,  who  declared  she  had  just  mado  a 
hearty  meal  ol  it,   and   lound   it  uncom- 
monly guo.l.     l)n  my  arrival,  i  certainly 
observed  Madame  and  two  or  three  oth- 
ers taking;  their  midday  meal  at  the  back 
of  tho  shop,  but  it  was  omelete,    and   not 
horse,  that  I  saw  them  eating. 

Tbe  customers,  ai  1   have   olready  re- 
marked, were  cbielly  women,  and  ol  tbe 
poorer   classes;    still,  among  those  who 
were   in   lor   steaks   were    several  well- 
dressed  men  above  the  rank  ol   artisans, 
also  a  .  ouple  ol  old  soldiers  ol  the   First 
Empire    with    a    cluster    ol    war    medals 
hanging  to  their  blue  blouses,  a  garcon 
or  two   from   some   ol  tho   neighboring 
cheap  restaurants,  who  came  in  lor  their 
'  bilteks'  by  the  do«en,  aud,  what  pleased 
tho  crowd   immensely,   a   butcher's   boy 
Irom   an    aiijaccnc    legitimate    establish- 
ment, the  master  of  which  was  anxious  to 
tasto    the   new    '  viande'   and   judge    lor 
himsell.     The  price,  so    far  as    1   could 
gather,  ranged  Irom  ahnnt  five  pfnen  per 
ilemi-kilo  (upwards  ol  a  pound)  lor  tho 
prime  parts,  to  about  two  pence  for  the 
Interior  piecei.     The  number  ol  persona 
served  up  to  about  -  o'clock  was  not  lar 
short  ol  three  hundred,   but  a  large  pro- 
portion of  these    presented    free  tickets, 
ibc    distribution     of    which     had    been 
entrusted  to  aisters  of  charity  by  the  so- 
ciety organized  to  promote  the  introduc- 
tion ol  borsttlesh  as  an  article  of  human 
food  throughout   Franco.     To   accustom 
the    people  ol    the    particular   neighbor- 
hood where   the   first  establishment  was 
opened  to  the  new  class  ol   animal  food, 
considerable   .piantities    of   it   had   been 
given  away  lor  some   weeks    previously, 
under   the   auspices    ol    the    abovc-iiieii- 
tioned  society.     It  is  proper  to  state  that 
the  borstllesh   sold   at  the  establishment 
of  which  1  have  been  speaking  is  all  sub- 
jected lo  strict  governmental  inspection, 
and  that  the  establishment  itscll  has  the 
sanction  of  the  authorities." 

The  event  was  celebrated  by  a  bamiuct 
in  the  evening  at  Lemardelay's  in  tho  Uuc 
de  Kicbelieu,  and  at  which  one  hundred 
and  ci[;hty-two  persons  sal  down  to  the 
doubtful  delicacy.  The  bill  of  fare  com 
prised  horse  soup,  aausagei  of  horiellf  sb. 
sirloin  ol  horsu  garnished  with  potato 
bills,  horse  a  la  mudf.  ragout  of  horse, 
roast  llllct  ol  horse,  and  salad  dressed 
with  horse  oil — this  last  1  should  men- 
lion  is  almost  whit',  without  smell,  and 
sweet  in  llavor.  Tbe  chair  was  taken 
by  M.  lie  <iuatrcfagcs,  the  distinguished 
French  naturalist  aud  member  nl  the  In- 
stitute, who  had  for  supporters  M.  Albert 
(leollroy  Saint  llilaire,  director  ot  the 
(iarden  of  Accltmati-<»tion ;  Dr.  Soube- 
rain,  secretary  ol  the  Ac.limatiiation 
Society ;  tho  Mar(]uis  de  Betbisy :  the 
Abbe  Dolour;  M.  Bertr.ind,  the  mathe- 
matician anil  member  ol  the  French  Insti- 
tute :  and  M.  Dueroix,  the  energcti.-  pro- 
pagator ol  thi-  merits  ol  horselleah  as  an 
article  ol  food.  Appropriate  toasts  wore 
drunk,  and  songs  ii  praine  ol  the  horse, 
and  nuro  particularly  ol  its  olimcntary 
ipialities,  were  sung  during  tbo  evening. 


Tho  following  is  the  lull  to  c.pializc  the 
bouutirs  ol  tho  soldiers  and  sadors  who 
served  in  tho  late  war,  as  it  finally  i-anscl 
both  Houses  ol  Congress  :

wounds  received  iu  the  line  of  duty,  aud 
tbe  willow,  minor  children,  or  parents, 
in  Ihe  order  name.l,  ol  ai  y  such  soldier 
who  died  in  tho  service  ol  the  United 
Stales,  or  ol  disease,  or  of  wounds  con- 
tracted while  in  the  service,  and  in  the 
line  ol  duty,  shall  be  paid  the  additional 
bounty  of  jtl<»0  hereby  authorized. 

Sec.  -J.     That  to  each    and  every  sol- 
dier who  cnhsted    into  the   United  States 
after  the  I'.'th  day  ol  Aprd,  INIil,  during 
the    rebellion,  lor    a    period    of  not   less 
tbaii  two  years,  nn.J  who  is   not  included

.-erving  two  years,  and  who  has  received 
or  is  entitled  to  receive  Irom  tho  United 
States,  under  existing  laws,  a  bounty  ol 
.■aot^  an.l  no  mor.' ;  and   any    soldier   en- 
listed lor   less  than    two  )ears,  who  baa 
been  honorably  discharge.l  on  account  ol 
wounds  received  in  thu  line  ol  duty,  and 
the  widow,  minor  children,  or  parents,  in 
the  order  named,  or  .iny  such  soldier  who 
died  i:i   the  .-icrvice  ol  tho  United  States, 
or  >il  iliseaso  or  wounds  conirs.  led  while 
in  thir    service  ol  the    L'niied    Slates,  in 
th.!  I.Mc    ol  duty,  shall  be   paid  the  addi- 
tional bounty  ol  *•■<•  hereby  authorized; 
provided  that    any  soldier   who  had  bar- 
ten-l,    sold,  assigne.l,   translerred,  loan- 
ed, exchanged,  or   given  away    his    final 
dishirg'^  papers,  or  any   interest  in  the

McUrcpor  ha^  tiecn  visited  year  adcrycar  i>y 
fciiiiilar  iloods,  but  never  i>r  one  which  swept 
everything  licfore  it,  and  left  sucii  a  conluMd 
wreck  of  lences,  sidewalks,  bridges,  rordwo<id, 
Ininlier,  liam-ls,  b.ixes,  &c.,  ns  this  ono.  'the 
water  having  no  sulticientootletj  poured  down 
tho  stroei  in  a  pertect  torrent,  rising  two  or 
three  feet  higher  thaa  it  was  ever  kao.vn  lu- 
xate, uad  causing  damage  and  destruction 
where  it  waa  least  expected,  and  unknown  in 
former  visitations  of  this  character.

Cspt.  Flsk's  expedition,  after  a  march  ot 
nearly  three  handrtd  miles,  accomplished  in 
t»oit  -fonr  days,  reached  the  MUsuuri  at  Ibis 
point  at  onu  o'clock  r.  m.  yeKterday.  The 
journey  thus  far  has  Uc<*n  pleasant  through- 
oat,  wiUi  DO  danger  threatening  the  safety,  or 
accident  earning  the  dolay  o(  the  train  since 
leaving  Fort  Abercrombie.  Water,  we  have 
hid  plenty;  grass,  In  abandance-,  fuel  (wood 
or  "chips")  eaongh  to  spare.  Uninterrupted 
good  health  has  blessed  one  and  all.  Tho 
stock,  (ox,  male  snd  borsch,  daily  feeding  on 
autricious  grasses,  have  grown  fat  and  sleek, 
and  ate  betier  today  fbr  service  than  when, 
over  three  weeks  since,  Iho  Minnesota  Men- 
tana  expedition  took  lis  departura  from  the 
frontier. 

We  have  fared  snmp'.nously  on  game.  Be- 
tween the  Jamos  River  nnd  tho  t'htean  du 
Cottau  du  Missouri  our  party  slaughtered  87 
buffaloes  (bulls,  cows  and  calves),  more  than 
a  score  of  antilope,  and  a  number  each  of  elk 
and  blacktail  deer.  Oa  Jnly  tth,  our  mount- 
ed rcilemen  got  up  a  run  of  a  large  herd  of 
bufTalo,  dnviug  them  in  a  Ix'dy  to  ui'.bii  fifty 
yards  of  the  train,  proetucirg  Ihe  greatest  eon- 
stcrustlon  among  the  women  folks,  und  for  a 
momeut  ihrcatening  the  overthrow  ot  tbo 
wagons,  aod  a  general  stampede  of  the  stack. 
At  this  critical  juncture  a  hundred  foot- 
men, rangcil  along  tbo  Hank  of  ihe 
train,  emiuicd  their  rillcs  iuto  the 
bison,  killing  1.3  outright,  wounding  many 
o.hers  and  causing  the  herd  1 1  wheel  about, 
change  direction  by  the  rijiht  and  left,  and 
with  a  msh  charge  headlong  through  the  ranks 
of  the  horsemen. 

Tho  expedition  movci  forward  again  to- 
morrow morning.  Captain  Fisk  expects  to 
reach  Fort  I'nion,  a'lout  ISO  miles  di.^tant 
from  this  point,  about  the  1st  of  August. 

Tho  party  under  Mr.  IIoliucs,  uf  8hakopcu, 
which  left  Fort  Wadswurth  ten  days  prcviuua 
to  the  departure  ot  Cap;.

The  caii.tcM  which  led  to  the  riot,  iude- 
pendent  of  the  -state  ol  feeliry  which  had 
been  lostercd  by  the  press,  waa  the  aui- 
mositv  existing  between  the  Irish  popula- 
tion ol  Memphis,  whieb  embraces  marly 
all  the  membi  rs  of  the  city  j^overnment, 
and  the  colored  population,  laiKO  num- 
bers of  whom  had  cotie  into  the  eity'since 
ita  occupation  by  the  Union  aiithoritits. 
A  regiment  cf  colored  troops  (the  :l.l 
Heavy  AtiiUery)  had  been  stationed  at 
MempLis  for  a  lun;:  lime,  ar.d  the  lamilies 
ol  many  of  th-.  soldiers  hid.  gathered 
there.  '  In  the  vicinity  ol  Fort  I'lckeruifj, 
where  these  troops  were  stationed,  and 
immediately  cast  of  if,  J•r<■a^  r.umUrs  of 
these  colored  people  li:'.d  a<iuatted  and 
built  their  little  cabins. 

Many  ol  the  'aniilies  fl  tbu  soldiers 
were  living  in  these  cabins.  Thi«  was 
oul:>ide  the  cnrporete  limits  of  the  city  ol 
Meuji>his,  and  was  called  South  Mem- 
phis. The  natural  hos.ility  between  the 
iiisb  and  iie<i;roeg  sceius  to  have  been  ag- 
gravated by  the  fact  that  it  bad  been  the 
duty  ol  the  colored  troops  to  patrol  the 
city,  bringing  thtin  into  contact  more  or 
less  with  the  lri^h  police  ;  and  it  came  to 
pa^s  I  hit  whenever  a  colored  man  waa  ar- 
rested lor  any  cause,  even  the  most  friv- 
olous, and  somutiuies  without;  cause,  by 
the  police,  the  arrcbtwas  uadcin  aLa^db 
and  brutid  manner,  it  beiu};  usual  to 
knock  dowu  aud  beat  the  arretted  party. 
Such  treatment  tended,  ol  euurae,  (great- 
ly to  e.\3sperat«  the  negroes.  The  jiolico 
waited  with  an  evident  anxiety  (or  the 
time  to  arrive  "ben  the  colored  troops 
should  be  mustered  out  ol  the  service, 
and  should  Lave  no  adtijuate  means  of  de- 
tense. 

lliK  KIRdT  Ot'lUliKAiv. 

Tt  was  Hb<>ut  lliu  middle  of  the  after- 
noon of  Tuasday,  May  1,  that  a  crowd 
ul  boiiie  hundred  negroes  had  coiifjre- 
gated  un  iiouth  street*  They  ajipiaicd 
to  havi'  been  on  a  "regular  spr««."  but 
according  to  the  lestluiony  of  or.o  wit- 
ness, were  not  doing  »<>y  hatni ;  yet  the 
eomuiittec  are  bmiiid  to  statu  that  the 
weight  ol  tha  evidence  in  that  their  be- 
haviour was  riotous  aud  disorderly,  and 
fully  justifu'd  the  interposition  of  the  ci- 
vil authoriiits.  ^Vhen  the  police  L-ame 
on  the  grtiund  these  colored  nnlditrn  wi  ru 
cbeeriiig  lor  "  Abu  Liii'iolii,"  t'>  which  a 
pnliceiuau  replied,  "  Voor  old  farlir, 
Abu  l.ii'cobi.  is  dii'id  uml  damnt  d."' 
Then  lullow  d  the  aiifst  cl  two  colored 
men  by  tiie  police  in  an  orderly  manner. 
At  this  linie  (he  colored  man  who  i^week 
belore  bad  b^'tn  arrested  by  the  po'ie.-, 
as  hen-toluie  stated,  dircovered  aovonf 
the  polict men  ui:ikInK  tin  atrc.te  tl.c  vrr^ 
iuau  who  bad  arTesle<i  him,  :irid  he.  bo 
cante  vrry  much  exi  ited.  •  The  ciKjied 
soldiers  beean  previously  to  j^athi  r  ro'jnd 
the  policemen,  threufrning  ttitm  in  an 
excited  manner,  and  calling;  out  "Club 
them,"  ".Shoot  iht-iu."

Whereupon  iLe  police,  pooait'ij  tbinkiii^ 
the  soldiers  wore  firing  ut  fbfui,  tuned 
around  aid  be^an  tiil.ig  ai  iii<-  crowd  ol 
colored  soldii  r'.  'I  l» n  •i.llowi  d  a  uriiy- 
ral  dihcharpt!  ol  rtv'lviis  Im'Iwpiii  the 
colored  (oldiers  and  puln.e,  and  mo  of 
the  soldiers  was  heard  to  say  a  policeman 
bad  been  shut,  and  other  culdnrs  .shouted 
to  the  crowd,  •'  lb- y  ha*e  killed  one  ol 
our  m'n"  Thertupnu  '.be  negroes  be- 
came still  ii'ori-  ixeiied  and  adviuietd 
toward  the  police,  but  noon  returned, 
aaying  they  bad  killed  onu  tl  the  olficers.

Some  time  alter  this  tbcpoli'^c  rclurnC'! 
with  rt  inloiceuieuts,  and  the  culorr-d  sol- 
diers bad  also  iD<:reared  their  uiiiiibers^o 
an  extent  exceeding  tta'  ot  the  police. 
Then  followed  a  pruiuiscuotis  tunning 
light  belwceu  the  police  anil  the  color*  d 
soldier^,  the  suliliers  calling  on  the  p;>- 
lioeminto  "hall,"  and  iiing  at  them. 
One  colored  man,  with  a  Spi'ncer  lill'S 
came  up  to  an  olGccr,  calling  o«lf,  "Halt, 
you  white  son  if  a  bitch,"  aud  fired  ut 
him.  la  this  last  allair  there  were  no 
white  men  killed,  and  wlicthtr  any  color- 
ed uicii  wi're  or  m.t  <lof^  not  cloiirly  ap- 
pear. When  it  closed,  it  was  about 
dark  ;  tie  colored  soidii-rs  w. m  ilirertly 
to  the  (orf.  and  were  not  out  jigam  Unr- 
iDg  the  ie(;lif.  'I  be  potice,  howcvrr, 
went  to  town  lor  reinlorei-inpnts,  and  re 
turned  a^ain  a^out  10  u\'lu<  k  that  night 
with  about  two  hundred  iren,  coiiipo.-^od 
of  the  |>olice  and  what  was  called  a 
";jt, .,•.,;  i-fiaitutux "  On  reaching  the 
grouiiil  ol  the  previou:!  distutbance  they 
lound  nolioily  on  the  »  reels  and  nothing 
to  oppose  ilif  IU.  All  the  rio'.uus  and  bad 
i.ouduct  on  the  part  ol  the  negro  s  had 
reased  foiuv  hours  bfforo.  Then  the  po 
lice  and  pugse  commenced  an  inijiscrimi- 
uafe  rotitii";.',  burning  and  murdering.

groes   on    Tue.Hi'.ay    alternooii,    a.i    they 
were  |>.i.'siiig  tlm    hospital   ol    the  Fiei  d- 
men's  Bureau,  there    were  soiu'a  i»lortd 
patients  sitting  oiita;ib>,  and  lli-i"e  police- 
men   rnd    citizens    .ircd    a    volley    rigb' 
among  them,  wounding  two,  one  ol  them 
a  boy,  whose    limbs  had   been   iiaial}zid 
lor  two  yeara.  who    was  ihin   in    the 
i-bouldt  r,  and  Iho   ollur  wis  wounde<l  in 
the  leg.      .  his    act  of   barbarity,    lirin:; 
into  a  hojpiial,  in  violation  ol  all  laws  of 
civd  /cd  warlarc.  shows  the  <  haraeter  ul 
the  iiH'ii  eiigiiqcd  in  if. 

The  crowning  acts  ot  atronly  and  dia- 
bolism committi'd  duriii;,'  iheso  t«rri'de 
uinhta  Wire  the  ravishing  ol  live  ilillerent 
colored  woimii  by  these  licuds  in  human 
.-ih-ipe,  uidepeoditit  of  otlier  ati<  inpis  .-it 
rape.  The  details  ol  these  outra^<:s  are 
ol  too  nhci  king  an.l  ili»gu.«liiig  a  ebarau- 
t.r  to  lie  given  at  Icnsih  in  this  report, 
and  rcloroncc  muat  bo  had  to  fHc  ttsli- 
luony  cl  the  parties.  It  i.t  a  singular 
lac,  that  wliili'  this  iiiub  was  bnallriiig 
vengeance  against  the  nvgrues.iod  shoot- 
ing them  down  like  dogs,  jet  when  they 
found  unprotected  colored  women  they 
ut  once  ■•  com  uered  their  prejudices," 
and  pcoc«eilctl  to  violate  them  under  dir 
cantataocc*  of  the  most  licentkiiM  bru- 
tality. 

WHAT  Ll  cv  TiniH  «AW. 

This  woman  lived   iu  iIim  immediate 

neigh^orliood.  and  was  in  the  nil  nation 
to  si'f,  ami  did  ^lee.  a  great  deal  that 
intuspiri  d  during  the  riotous  pro<i-ed- 
iiif;s.  hhe  i^.iw  two  colored  soldiers  ^hof 
down  on  'J'uesday  mgbt,  nolf  'on  rod.s 
apart  Oc  of  the  men,  ^he  states,  wai 
killed  by  .lobii  rcudtrgraat,  who  keepa  a 
jjrixery  in  her  neighborhood.  Sho  was 
lookiug  right  at  bun  when  bu  shot  the 
man.  Alier  being  shot  the,  soldier  made 
an  eirort^o  get  op  tUo  b*|)oii,  and  Tcn- 
dergrast  went  to  a  policsnnin,  got  anoth- 
er pistol,  and  shot  hiui  in  his  mouth. 
The  man  had  no  sooner  been  killed  by 
I'endtrgrast — the  witness  being  within  a 
few  feet  at  ihe  time — than  another  colored 
man  came  in  siyht.  They  beat  him  and 
kept  him  down  until  they  loaded  their 
pistol.-*,  then  they  shot  him  three  times, 
burst  bis  bead  open,  and  kiHed  him.  She 
knew  ol  (our  i-olorfid  people  being  killed, 
their  bodies  lying  within  two  hundred 
yard*  of  her  house  for  two  da) a  and 
aights,  beside  ihe  body  ol  Uachel  Hatch- 
er, to  whom  allusion  is  made  in  another 
part  of  this  report.  Sho  testilies  also  to 
the  sliaotiog  of  a  colored  man  by  a  white 
uian  ol  the  iiiiue  of  (Jalloway,  and  ol  an- 
other colored  man,  by  the  name  ol  C.iar- 
ley  W  allace,  being  shot  by  a  Mr.  Cash 
Her  brother,  lloboit  Taylor,  a  member 
of  the  .'/.»!h  regiment,  was  killed  on  Tues- 
day afiernoon.  He  had  S^idU  in  posses- 
sion of  bis  sister,  the  witness,  of  which 
she  was  robbed.  She  states  farther,  in 
regard  to  a  man  that  lived  in  tbe_  next 
bouse  to  her,  that  he  was  called  outside 
of  bis  house  and  shot  down.  They  shot 
him  three  times  and  then  said,  "  Dainu 
you,  that  will  IcArn  yon  how  to  leave 
your  old  piaster  and  mistress,"  and 
took  twenty-five  d3llars  from  his  pock- 
et.    His  name  was  Fayolte  Hickerson.

The  shooting  and  burning  of  a  colored 
girl  ol  the  name  ol  Uachel  llatrher,  was 
one  ot  ibo  most  cmol  and  bloody  ac's  of 
tbe  mob.  This  girl, Rachel,  was  about  six- 
teen years  of  age.  She  v.'as  reprcteitcd 
by  all  to  be  a  girl  of  remarkable  bitcni- 
gence  and  ol  pure  and  excellent  charac- 
ter. She  attended  school,  and  sm^b  had 
been  her  proliciency  tha*:  she  htisclt  had 
become  a  teacher  of  the  eiualb  r  scholars. 
Her  mother,  Jane  Snued.  trsfitied  before 
the  coinuiittc"  that  on  Tuesday  i.igbl  tl.e 
mob  came  to  her  house,  took  a  mun  ou', 
took  Liru  down  to  the  bridge  nr.d  sbct 
him.  Tilt  y  then  set  lire  to  the  liouse  ol 
an  old  coluied  man  by  t^ti  naiuc  of  Adaiu 
Lock,  right  by  the  house  of  the  witness. 
Her  diiii;;htcr,  Uachel,  seeing  the  hoube 
ot  a  neighbor  on  tire,  proposed  in  \m  and 
help  gel  iLu  liiiuKs  «iut.  VN'lide  ill  the 
house  eoga^^ed  in  un  act  oi  bcn<voJeat 
heroism,  the  savages  suiruinded  the 
burning  building,  and  with  lo.iiled  revolv- 
ers thrtatcncd  to  shoot  hi  r.  Iu  piteous 
tones  she  implorid  iht-m  to  let  btr  cume 
out;  but  one  ol  tBe  crowd  tbu  wretuh 
I'cfidergast  — said,  •'  No  ;  il  jou  don't  go 
back  I  will  blow  your  damned  brains  out  " 
As  the  lltmes  gathered  around  her  she 
iioerged  Iroiu  ihe  hnrnnig  hou.se,  *.\\- n 
I  ho  whole  crowd  "  tired  nf  her  as  lust  ai 
ihey  MMilil.  "  .'ihe  was  deliberately  shot, 
:ind  fell  dead  betv/ccn  the  two  houses 
Her  elotlMW  foou  took  lire,  and  ber  body- 
was  parlial'y  consuaitd,  presenting  a 
cliccriirlf  horiible  to  t  ehold.  The  moth- 
er ut  Uiehel  was.  in  the  iiiediiliuie,  inside 
her  own  house  ir\  iiig  to  get  out  a  man 
w  o  was  wouiided  that  night,  uud  who 
sl.o  was  atrnid  wouid  b-  buiiit  up.  Whni 
i«he  eaiee  back  she  s.ew  the  dead  body  ol 
..cr  (laughter,  the  blcod  luuniiig  oiit  ol 
ber  mouth.

Oue  Chris.  I'l^eun,  an  Irishman,  went 
with  oti.ers  to  the  bouse  of  T^iicy  Hunt.

Tbey  did 
set  lire  10  the  hou.-ie  in  which  Lucy  lived, 
and  whi'n  i^he  atltinpt^'il  toeoineouf  they 
pu.'h'-'l  her  ba-  k  ii'o  the  I're  three  or 
four  ninet.  Onp  ol  them  cartght  her  l>y 
the  throat  itiiil  shi<Ui'-  was  )>oinK  to  tnirn 
ber  M{>.

And  they  not  only  rob- 
bed her  of  ber  money,  Ixit  ol  all  Iwr 
cloth's  and  ev.-ry! letig  she  hai',  leaving 
her  marly  ntked«nd  pciiiiiles*. 

.MAKY  ULACK  A.NI*  MA^llA  SL'UlT. 
They  also  broke  into  the  house  of  Mary 
lilack  on  Wedne.-iday  night.  I'be  same 
I^geoii  was  in  the  crowd.  Tii^y  ponred 
turprnlinc.  on  the  bell  and  then, set  tbe 
bouse  on  fire.  There  wa.s  in  the  bouse 
oppo.siie  Mary  Black,  at  the  tune,  a  lit- 
tle girl  twelve  years  old.  and  an  old  col- 
ored woman  by  the  name  of  Maiia  Scott. 
Alter  they  had  set  lire  to  the  hoii.'e  tbey 
attcmjitcd  to  keep  them  in,  and  when 
a<kcd  tu  let  them  out  ihey  replied  they 
intt  tided  to  •burn  them  up.  Witness  ha:l 
no  doubt  they  would  have  done  so  bad  it 
not  b(  ,11  (or  the  a-'i'-'aranco  ipf  the  rcgu- 
lar.i.

Scarcily  a  more  brutal  murder  waa 
eommiited  than  that  of  Shade  Long.  He 
with  his  wife  and  two  chih.'rni  were  in 
their  house  wbtii  a  mcb  of  twenty  or  thir- 
ty men  came  to  it  and  demanded  atlmit- 
tunce.  Long  was  very  si  k  and  had  been 
in  bed  for  two  weeks.'  fhey  broke  into 
the  bouse  ar.d  fold  him  to  get  up  end 
coiiij  out,  that  ttiey  were  goint:  to  sh^wt 
him.  H- told  them  Le  was  very  sick. 
They  replied  thiy  did  not  "caread-  n." 
They  tcok  him  out  doors  ond  told  him 
that  iJ  he  bad  aiiytLii>g  to  say,   to  'jay  it 


Teiv  ijuiek;"  tint  »hey  were  (Miing  to  kill 
biiii.  Tliey  a.skid  him  il  he  had  been  a 
soldier.  He  replieil  that  he  bad  not,  but 
had  been  in  Ihe  employ  ol  the  (tovnrn- 
ment.  Then  one  ol  tbeni  Ptepped  back 
and  shot  him,  putting  a  pistol  to  his  head 
and  lirixg  three  tiuies.  lie  scullb-d  about 
a  lil'.le  and  looked  us  il  he  waa  trying  to 
gt-t  back  to  the  house,  when  they  told 
liim  that  ll  he  del  nut  make  lia«te  and 
die  they  would  shoot  him  again.  Then 
one  ot  them  kicked  him,  and  another  phot 
him  alter  be  was  down.  They  abol  kini 
t^r^ulgh  the  head  every  time.  They  then 
robb -d  the  poor  woman  ol  lifiy  live  dol- 
lars in  paper  money,  and  lilteen  dollars 
ill  silver,  and  went  awav.

.\delinu  niiller,  a  colored  |;irl  about 
twtuly  years  old.  Ill  the  first  eveniiii;  ol 
the  mob  wai  slanding  at  the  door  td  a 
family  grt'c^ry  kept  by  an  Itali.iu  named 
t'lr  ilia,  hhe  seciiii  ta  bavi;  been  di.M  uv- 
eied  by  suiue  )iersoii  in  Ihe  mob  at  n  dis- 
tance, who  delit).rat«ly  tired  at  her,  the 
ball  taking  itlect  and  killing  hur  in- 
stantly. 

Khoda  .laeob!«,  a  young  giil  twenty 
years  old,  lived  with  her  mother,  who 
h.«d  three  oliier  young  ihildren  living 
with  her.  On  one  night  durin;^  the  riots 
a  gsrg  ol  live  or  mx  men  eaiiio  to  the 
door  and  dumaodcd  admiitaacc.  Tiiey 
pretended  (o  tie  looking  lor  nouie  man. 
ttnn  ol  the  rullians  pulled  out  bis  pistol, 
and  told  the  mutlu-r  that  it  she  did  not 
bght.  ihu  cautllo  nuiek  he  wiiiihl  shoo',  her 
brains  cut.  The  light  dmclosi-d  thil 
there  was  somebody  lu  bed  bthind  the 
door,  and  it  turned  out  to  b^  ihis  ;^ul 
Khoda,  with  her  little  sister,  who  was 
eight  •,  car.i  old.  Sei  iiig  the  man  with  a 
pistol,  she  ecrcamcd  out,  ."O  !  I  am  a  wo 
man  I  I  am  u  woman  I  don't  shoot  I'' 
I'lut  that  di>l  not  slay  the  hand  ol  tbti  as 
sassiii,  who  deliberately  tired  into  tbe 
bed.  The  witness  was  beloru  the  t:oiu- 
niiiiee,  and  i'l  answer  to  the  question, 
"Where  did  ho  shoot  you;"  says,  "  The 
ball  came  into  my  arm  between  my  elbow 
and  hh  lubier,  w<iif  through  my  arm, 
gra^ccd  two  Of  my  lingers,  w<  lit  llirough 
llui  lips  of  my  little  sister  lying  in  tho  bed 
with  nil',  entered  uiy  bveasf,  and  the  biib 
let  is  right  there  now.  '

anotler  was  a  large  Iraum  structure,  with 
a  l«i-:"  k  basement,  and  two  others  were 
used  as  churches  and  school  houses.  And 
although  all  Iho  ehiin  hes  and  places  of 
worahip  ol  the  colored  poophi  were  de- 
stroyed by  tho  mob,  no  ellort  whatever 
seems  to  have  been  made  by  the  people 
ol  Memphis  to  supply,  even  temporarily, 
the  want  createil.  H^t  fur  as  your  com 
mittee  were  able  to  ascertain,  no  church 
within  the  control  of  thii  white  people  was 
open  to  Ibuir  worship.

The  ringleader  of  the  work  of  uiurder, 
incendiarism,  and  butchery  was  undoubt- 
edly .John  C  Crcighton,  tbe  Judge  ol  the 
Keeonb  r's  Court  ot  tho  city  ol  Memphis. 
He  was  among  the  earliest  engaged  in  ihe 
riotous  procL-ediugs,  and  eontinued.a 
leading  spirit  throogboat,  and  must  ju;tly 
be  behl  gudly  of  all  tbe  shocking  crimes 
pcrpetialed.  I* seems  he  wae  ttrsl  elect 
ed  Kecorder  in  l«f,;!,  and  his  held  that 
olHce  since  that  time.  Aceording  lo  ibe 
testimony  of  McElvaine,  be  hid  murder- 
ed a  mau  six  months  belon:,  alihou^h  he 
had  been  disuhargud  on  lie  ground  ul 
jaatiHablc  homieide.  It  was  shown  by 
the  testimony,  that  on  Ihe  evening  of  the 
first  day  of  liiu  riot  ho  was  roaming  around 
on  horseback  inciting  flic  mob. 

Alexander  Mich-  ler  testified  before  tho 
Kreedtuen's  Bureau  comiuisrijn  that  be 
was  uiakiug  a  speueb  to  a  crowd,  iu  which 
he  said:  "Boys,  I  waut  you  to  go  ahiad 
and  kill  the  last  damned  one  ol  the  nigger 
race,  anil  burn  up  the  cradle,  (tod  dmun 
tbcin.  They  are  very  free,  iudeed,  but, 
(iod  damn  them,  we  will  kill  and  drive 
the  last  one  ol  them  out  of  the  city." 

Frederick  A.  Meyers  tc.stitietl  before 
Ibe  same  eommissiun  thit  he  heard  Ke- 
corder Crcighton  make  a  speech  to  the 
crowd  to  the  elFect,  "  that  every  on"  ol 
tbe  citizens  shnulii  get  arms,  organize, 
and  go  over  to  the  nigger  district,  and 
that  he  was  in  favor  of  hilling  every  (iod 
damn  nig^cr." 

Siierilf  Winters  testified  that  be  heard 
Recorder  Creighton  aav,  "  that  during 
this  riot  be  would  not  line  any  one  fir 
carrying  concealed  weapons  ;"'  and  (Jeorge 
Todd,  that  be  beard  Creif;bton  uiike  a 
speech  in  which  he  said,  "  By  (iod  I  am 
a  brrve  man  ;  we  arc  not  prepared  now, 
but  let  us  prepare  to  cle.in  every  (iod 
damn  son  ol  a  bitch  out  of  town ;"  and  a 
crowd  thereupon  gave  three  cheers,  and 
said  they  would  vote  for  John  C.  Crcigh 
tou.  Ihis  witness  further  states  tkat  al- 
ter this  harangue,  a  negro  waa  noticed, 
an<t  some  one  in  tho  crowd  halloed  out, 
"  Kill  him  ;  kill  the  damn  fon  ol  a  bitch  ;" 
and  that  sonui  four  or  live  sl/ots  were  fired 
at  him.  Lieutenant  CInlbrd,  ol  the  Ifltb 
regulars,  saw  Crtighton  wiih  tho  mob, 
and  heard  him  piake  a  sjieecb  a'oout  kill- 
ing every  "  tiod  d  -. —  d  nigi^nr  lie  saw," 
and  prcclaimmg  ho  would  not  "Jir.c  a 
white  mau  far  carrying  anus."

A  Convention  of  Union  men  {)i»»o<'fiilly 
aaaembled  in  that  city  for  Icgitimutu  po 
litical  purposes  — ijnrler  ths  guarantee  of 
the  military  eotnman'ler,  (Jpneral  Haird, 
that  they  Hboiild  ba  protcoied  from  vio- 
lence —was  surrounded  and  attar-ktHt  by 
A  bIood-fliirs;y  mob  of  rebel  Jacobina, 
numbers  of  tbcm  •lau^'Utered,  and  the 
entire  (.'onvenfion  only  saved  from 
indiscriminate  maasarc  liy  the  tardy 
arrival  oi  U.  S.  troops  briogin;;  cannon 
charged  with  grape  to  b-ar  upon  the  mob. 
Th^  fotivrntion  was  thus  diapersod  by 
violence  and  its  leading  men  killod  or 
only  reseu'd  with  Rreat  ditlii-ulty  from 
the  hand;*  of  iLi:  Hssasaini.

white  savagf's  whjin  Mr.  •Johr.Boii  hnfi 
entrusted  with  carrj  ing  o:i?.  hi<  policy  at 
the  South.  'How  long,  ()  Lord,  bow 
long"  most  th>;  helpless  and  innoiv?nt  be 
slau|*htercd  to  grtitify  ths  fiendish  pns- 
sions  of  these  ferocioin  bnrbari.ins  ! 

N'ot  till  the  loyal  people  of  these  United 
States  arii-e  in  their  might,  and  throw  the 
shield  of  constitutional  protection  nroun^ 
the  rights  of  the  humblest  of  American 
tiitiz^ns  ;  not  till  these  niali;;nant  traitors 
are  given  to  understand  that  every  lo}al 
black  man,  as  well  as  every  lo)al  white 
man,  has  the  whole  power  of  the  National 
Government  a'  his  back  to  resist,  if  need 
be,  with  a  million  of  bayonets,  the  small- 
est inlrin(;ement  of  his  rights,  will 
these  famished  wolves  of  slavery  cease  to 
howl  for  tbo  blood  of  tbo  freedmen  and 
of  all  who  lovd  free  lorn. 

Every  onn  of  thn^e  brutal  assassins  is 
nn<iucBtionably  a  zealous  (riund  and  ad- 
mirer of  rr.tsiden'  Johnson's  policy  and 
believed  that  he  was  carrying  it  out  in  its 
essential  spirit  and  logical  vSect  in  th9 
massacre  of  Union  men,  assembled  to 
exercise  tbo  primary  rights  o(  American 
citirens.  Theirs  is  the  sj>irit  which  will 
rule  the  connsel.H  of  the  Johnson  Conven- 
tion. It  ii  the  hands  of  men  a  hundred 
times  ensanguined  with  just  such  bloody 
proscription  of  loyal  men  as  this,  that 
(iaibraith  andfiilloway  are  commissioned 
by  the  Democratic  Central  Committee 
to  grasp  in  loving  political  embrace.  Wc 
wish  them  joy  of  their  company  !

Since  writing  the  above  our  Now  Or> 
leans  dispatches  inform  us  that  by  the 
command  of  the  IVesident  of  the  United 
States  the  martial  law  proclaimed  by 
Gen.  Itaird  for  the  protection  of  the 
Frecdmei!  and  Unionists  of  New  Orleans 
has  been  withdrawn,  and  that  the  city  is 
virtually  rem.tnded  to  the  control  of  the 
brutal  mob  who, under  the  direction  of  the 
rebel  authoiitic.-i,  and  with  \\i>'.  direct  as- 
sistance of  the  rebel  police,  bavii  deluged 
its  streets  with  th:)  blood  of  loyal  men. 
It  is  the  saddfst  thin;;  in  history  to  see 
all  the  power  of  that  great  government 
for  the  defence  ot  which  these  southern 
negroes  and  white  Unionists  freely  otler- 
ed  their  lives,  iiistcid  of  being  exerted 
(or  their  protection,  osttntatiously  band- 
ed with  Ihfir  red  handed  rebel  enemies 
and  opprcdsors  to  hound  them  to  des- 
truction, to  trample  them  uudnr  foot,  and 
to  ja^ti^y  and  upLold  their  unprovoked  as- 
sassiiia'ioii.  Oh,  i:  is  most  cruel — most 
wicked— most  l.orrible.' 

More  horriole  than  the  massacre  itself 
is  the  iLabolical  coolness  with  which  the 
Government,  whose  perverse  policy  is  re- 
sponsible for  this  bloodshed,  folds  its 
haiidh  and  delivers  the  innocents  who  ap- 
peal to  it  for  proteclicn  up  to  the  malii-e 
ol  their  btitclurs.  It.  is  filling,  it  is 
natural,  it  was  to  have  been  expected, 
that  a  partizan  demagogue  like  Andrew 
Johiiscn  should  take  sides  with  the  rebel 
executors  of  his  policy  at  New  Orleans 
against  a  convention  whiijh  wis  arrayed 
against  it.  Hut  what  should  be  said  ot 
tbo  extraordinary  dispatch  of  (ien.  Sher- 
idan ^  K'-ad  this  paragraph,  if  amaze- 
ment i!oes  not  strike  the  reader  blind  :

Nearly  the 
whole  number  ol  Norwegians  and  Swedes 
in  the  United  States,  some  'JOO.ooo  we 
are  told  are  concentrated  in  Ihu  Upper 
Missi8si|>pi  N'jilley  — chielly  in  Wisconsin, 
Minncsots,  Illinois  and   Iowa. 

Wc  are  informed  by  Col.  Mattson  rl 
K  d  Wing,  who  has  given  th"?  subject  of 
Si^a'idi'iaviaii  cmig''a'.ion  mucj  attention 
and  who  was  recently  commissioned  by 
the  (Joveriior  to  look  after  the  iiiter<:sts 
of  jMinnesi'a  in  connection  with  this  emi- 
gration at  Chicago,  that  the  Scandina- 
vians in  this  State  aumbcr  nearly  -lO.dOt) 
in  all,  or  about  one-tenth  of  our  white 
popiiUtioo,  and  that  of  these  ll', 000  came 
in'o  the  ^tate  this  }u.ir.  Probably  two 
lifihs  of  the  Scandinavians  in  this  Slate 
are  Swedes,  ivnd  pos.^il'ly  the  same  pro- 
portion obtains  in  other  States.  They 
form,  it  will  be  seen  a  numerous  and 
powerful  branch  of  ixir  great  North- 
W'Sterii  fjiniily,  es|>ct'inlly  in  Alinnesota, 
wliicli  is  their  favoiite  American  home. 

An  intelligent  and  reading  people,  cut 
utlTrom  th't  petioilcil  lit';raturo  of  their 
ii:ttiv>-  laiid.  th<t  S«edes  have  severely 
fit  till!  want  of  some  appropriate  news- 
paper organ,  through  which  they  could  be 
8up|ili'.>d  in  tbt'ir  ow.n  languagtt  with  the 
current  politiiial  and  general  iiitelligeuee 
of  the  day,  and  which  would  laiikfully 
relbjct  the  liberal  .tnd  enlightened  polit 
ii^iil  fcentimcnis  which  charactetise  the 
Sc  indinavi.'ins  of  this  country.  The  Nor- 
wegians have  several  newspapers,  the 
S'vedes  none,  except  of  a  purely  religions 
c'jarai;ler.  They  have  recently  taken 
sti-iis,  however,  to  supply  this  want  by 
the  establishment  at  Chicago  of  a  Swed- 
ish newspsper.  S*"ck  sullicient  for  this 
p'lrpos-j  h.as  bi-en  subscribed,  and  Col. 
Ilins  .Mattson,  cf  Ued  Wing,  an  inlh- 
eniial  SweiN-,  and  a  gentleman  ol  great 
iutelligeii<-.<  and  cul'ire,  who  Las  ap- 
proved his  patriotism  by  gallant  service 
in  the  recent  war,  at  the  head  of  the  Third 
Minnesota  Volunteers,  has  been  selected 
to  edit  the  new  paper.  No  more  for- 
tunate selection  could  have  been  madr  — 
and  it  is  a  subject  of  eongra'ulatiou  not 
only  to  the  Swedes  but  to  tbo  people  of 
Minnesota  in  genera',  that  Col.  Mattson 
ha«  accepted  a  poMtion  where 
he  can  make  his  iiifluenco  among  his 
countrymen  so  widely  and  beneficently 
felt  for  their  good  and  (or  the  interests  oi 
Minnesota.  This  new  Swedish  journal 
will  have  a  general  circulation  among  the 
Swedes  of  Minnesota,  and  we  commend 
it  to  our  busiaeas  men  as,  on  that  ac- 
count, a  viluahic  medium  ot  advertising, 
rea'^hing,  as  it  will,  a  class  who  are  not 
readily  nc  i  ssiblu  in  any  other  way.

Meade  diiiiersu  a  political  convention  at 
Philadelphia?  There  is  no  pretence  that 
the  Convention  was  assembled  in  viola- 
tion of  any  law— no  pretence  that  it 
was  assembled  for  an  unlawful  purpose. 
The  crime  of  the  Conventiooists  was 
simply  that  they  were  Union  men,  advo 
eating  political  ideas  to  which  the  rebel 
authorities  were  hostile.  Their  crime, 
in  short,  was  fieedom  of  discussion 
employed  to  promote  the  cause  of  politi- 
cal freedom,  and  it  was  freedom  of  dis 
cussion  which  (iur,  Sheridan  would  have 
undertaken  lo  throttle  wih  the  bayonet, 
and  the  suppression  of  whieh  by  violence 
and  bloodshed  meets  his  (pialifiLd  Hppro- 
val.  Jf  he  anticipated  that  tbo  meeting 
or  action  cf  the  conveotion  would  "  pro- 
duce breaches  of  the  public  peace"  he 
knew  very  well  that  the  pablic  peace 
would  not  be  broken  by  them  but  by  their 
rebel  enemies,  who  had  threatened  by 
lawless  violence,  to  break  up  the  conven- 
tion and  iiipprcts  a  political  discussion 
which  did  not  phase  them.

So 
great  arcvo'ution  m  the  luauufaeiuro  ought 
also  to  work  a  revolution  in  the  price  of 
paper,  but  wo  see  no  signs  ot  this  at  pres- 
ent. 

Doubtless  the  readers  ot  the  Tukhs  have 
observed  that  fur  tho  last  fen  weeks  it  has 
Ix-cn  printed  upon  greatly  superior  paper,  ex- 
celling in  whiteness,  texture  and  thickness 
any  that  we  bayc  herototoro  been  ablo  to  ob- 
tain. This  paper  was  mnnulactured  under 
tho  above  process  at  the  Ucncsee  Mill-,  Roch- 
ester, N.  Y.,  and  lor  beauty  and  klearness  ein- 
not  bo  excelled.  Wo  observe  that  most  of 
the  great  metropolitan  J:iurnuls  .-ire  u>lngthe 
same  quality  of  paper.

The  jury  thru,  between  ten  and  eleven 
o'dijck  at  nigh^^ithilrcw  to  Ihcir  rocm,  and 
in  a  few  minutes  relumed  to  tho  Court  rooui. 
Justice  Korit,  alter  polling  the  jury,  imiuired 
whciliir  ilioy  had  agrcid  upon  u  ver.lici,  lo 
wliuli  tho  foreman  replied  that  ho  was  in- 
structed to  announce  that  they  bad  found  the 
defendant  "(It'll.

Indian  Sncroactamcnta.-  Com- 
plaints having  been  mudd  that  numbirttof 
Chipptwa  Indians  were  making  th'.ir  uppcui- 
anc"  along  the  .settlements,  to  tho  tear  and  m 
convenience  of  tho  white  inhabitanit^,  Oov. 
Marshall  called  tho  attention  of  the  proper 
olliccrs  to  the  fact.  'Iho  foflowing  is  an  cx- 
(lact  Ironi  a  letter  reeeixeo  b>  lheiio\eruor 
IromKdnin  Clark,  Cuited  States  agent  for 
the  Cbippcwas : 

"I  have  received  your  letter  in  relation  to 
Ibo  fact  Ihdt  sonic  Chippewa  Indians  bavo  oc- 
casionally vl:-ited  the  settlements  tlunng  the 
Inst  teasou,  iigaiiist  the  wishes  of  the  whiles, 
lor  many  )eurs  i!  has  b.'ea  customary  lor  the 
Cbippewus  to  go  l>ulow  and  outside  ol  their 
reservations  to  hunt,  without  ony  positive 
e>i'ders  ag.iiust  it.  1  huvu  aiwa.t  s  ad\  ised  them 
Mot  to  go  in  the  vicinity  of  tliu  settlements 
when  they  go  out  ou  their  bunts.  Mneu  tlie 
receipt  of  your  letter  1  have  sent  word  to  the 
ludiaus  that  they  would  not  bo  periiiiltcd  to 
vi  It  the  se'tlemints  wiiiuut  upasj  from  this 
otlicc,  and  I  have  turned  back  a  good  many 
who  have  sarled  out  wi.h  ibu  intention  of  go 
ing  bclutv  on  their  liunt.i. 

".Should  Iho  Indians  continue  to  anney  the 
settlers  with  llicir  presence,  I  will  lake  meas 
ures  to  compel  them  to  remain  on  their  ro 
servati'ins,  or  at  least  away  from  tho  settle- 
ments. 

"Tho  C'hipj'cwas  nro  on  the  most  friemlly 
term.-i  with  the  whites,  and  wish  to  remain  so. 
and  mauy  lo  whim  1  have  spjkcn  upon  the 
subject,  anii  they  have  replied  Ihat  if  the 
whites  were  unwilling  that  they  shuuld  visit 
tuo  sitilcments  they  would  not  do  «o."

"  Oraod  Army  of  tbo  Rtpub- 

lic." — TLis  is  tho  name  o(  u  eeeret  or- 
gaul.'.ation  composed  of  soldiers  the  objects 
of  wliiih  are  intended  to  bo  the  mutual  henetit 
of  the  members;  to  keep  alive  tbe  spirit  that 
induced  ihcm  to  take  up  arms  to  save  the  Kc- 
putd'c;  and  to  preserve  Ihc  results  accom- 
plished in  Iho  late  war.  The  Order  in  tlis 
State  is  initiated  under  the  auspice*  of  Colonel 
.Snyder,  of  Illinois,  who  is  on  Ihe  staff  of  Oov. 
Oglesby.  of  that  State  Aii.eclingwas  held 
at  the  Capitol  on  Kiiday  afternoon,  and  aa- 
othir  is  called  for  this  evening  nt  the  same 
place.

The  object  cf  Ihe  I'rus.sians  is  to  consoli- 
date the  nation,  not  to  anger  (be  Austrians. 
In  llerlin  the  reconslruetion  of  Fatherland  oc 
iiipics  all  hearts;  at  Vienna  their  whole 
talk  is  of  n:iliiary  honor,  of  the  chances  of 
vindictting  their  reputation  nnd  cumpeiling 
ihecn'-niy  lo  lick  the  dust.  Innumerable  aro 
the  asseverations  in  the  .\iistilan  pre»s  that  the 
l>r;:vcr>  of  the  Imperial  army  was  all  that 
could  be  wished.  Who  gainsays  tbis?  Tbe 
.\ustiian  (reops  arc  known  for  standing  their 
ground,  aud  their  fume  for  gallantry  would 
not  bu  impaired  by  n  hundred  defeats  like 
that  ol  Kon  ggral/..  Hut  il  is  not  mere  animal 
("  urage  that  will  decide  the  battles  of  the 
nineteenth  century;  nor  is  tho  succos 
ot  tbu  rrasbians  exclusively  attriliu- 
table  lo  the  superiority  of  the  nicc*Ie  giinover 
Ihi-  ordinary  rillj. 

No  doubt  the  breech  loader  is  the  most  im- 
portant inventi"n  of  tiic  kind  since  the  days 
o!  Ilerihold  .*»c!iwMrt.'  1  tail  if  arms  and  mere 
miiilury  advantages  couid  have  decided  the 
(lay,  Austri.i  might  have  c-onlidently  reded 
upon  ber  cNcllent  artillery,  the  horseman- 
tbip  of  her  Hussars,  tbo  experience  of  her 
generals  and  troops,  he  timely  concentraiiou 
ot  her  lorccs,  and  the  invaluable  privilege  of 
choosing  her  oaii  liatile  ground,  Uut  it  was 
nit  the  needle  gun  which  mado  I'tiissis  irf- 
iimplmnt.  The  I'mssians  eariied  the  diiy 
even  wbero  (bey  e<ould  nut  bring  tbis  weapon 
into  opeiatiun.  Tne  ba.oncls  of  their  inlan 
try  and  the  satires  of  their  horfeoverciunc  the 
.Austrians  us  efl'ecuiully  as  the  rapidity  ot  tbeir 
fire.  Whoever  fancies  that  (lersoual  valor  or 
tho  needle  f:un  determined  the  is>iic  is  igno- 
rant of  the  secret  of  lh;s  war.  Wh.il  really 
turned  llie  rcalc  against  the  .Aii^tnans  was 
the  moral  enenrywilb  which  the  Prussian  army 
is  instliie't.  However  the  world  may  be  a-- 
touished  at  tbu  i'russion  ueliivvetiienis  on  the 
battle  field,  our  admiratiuii  i^  awarded  (o  the 
n:anly  resolulion  which  made  them  endure 
the  tutii.'uc  of  tbi»c  iiitermiualilo  marel  es 
that  ptij  aicd  atut  partly  inmred  vie. 
lory.  The  Imisih  ol  their  ojiera- 
lloDS  was  of  enorimus  extent,  yet  evcr^  regi- 
ment arrived  at  the  right  moment  nt  its  ap- 
pointed place.  Fiom  (hou<r.nds  of  soldiers' 
ie-tters  despatehcd  homo  the  future  historian 
will  have  to  calcu'ate  the  fearful  amouut  of 
e.Nertioii  undergone,  privations  suffered,  and 
lives  sacrificed  in  thi;se  prelimiuaricsof  a  cam- 
paign. Marches  of  from  twe  vc  to  fifteen 
hours  a  day  fur  weeks,  marches  urder  a 
burning  tuu,  or  through  torrents  of  rain— u 
liquid  which,  contrary  to  the  opinion  of  IJen- 
edek.  cxprcsted  in  his  lamous  iclegrjim  from 
Koniggrut/,  wet  rmssians  as  much  as  Aus- 
trians; marches  through  hill  and  dale; 
marchcH  through  pastes  and  rivers,  marches 
wiih  little  brcud  and  no  water  iu  »  starving 
cuuntrv — these  arc  (ho  deeds  which  make  up 
heroes^  (bough  Ibey  may  never  be  etlebruled 
iu  sor.g  or  tale.  Kacb  man  knew  that 
victory  depended  on  bis  reaching  bis  al- 
lotted place  at  the  hour  prescribed  und  bo 
managed  to  get  where  his  presence  was  re- 
quired. Ausulan  valor  shines  in  the  ibick  ot 
tho  fi>:ht,  but  nowhere  else.  The  Prussian 
will  t'll  und  labor  Ibr  tbe  good  of  biacounttv, 
where  no  need  of  praise  is  to  be  earnnl.  He 
was  aware  that  the  iiiiestion  at  i.-sue  was 
whoiber  be  was  (o  remain  the  citi/.en  of  lits 
own-country  or  to  becomo  the  helot  of  n  for- 
eign race.  Uy  far  the  greater  part  ol  tbe 
Prussian  soldiers  are  civilians  who  bad  en- 
ured the  Prussian  ranks  but  a  lew  day*  lie- 
fore  mustering  in  front  of  tbe  enemy  ;  but  it 
was  tbls  very  eireomstancc  that  told  so  slg- 
PBlIf  In  their  favor.    The  victory  at  Konig 


grnt/.  was  a  victory  won  by  respectable,  labo- 
rious citi/.cns,  who,  if  need  b<-,  can  llRht  as 
wall  ai  anybody  else,  over  more  military 
prowess.
